ferences  between  educational  institu- 
tions, institutional  representatives,  of- 
ficials, or  any  individuals  dealing  with 
any  phase  of  the  program  of  this  or- 
ganization, is  in  private  conferences. 
It  that  is  not  successful,  then  "the  mat- 
ter should  be  brought  to  this  body  and 
definitely  not  to  the  newspapers.  Of 
course,  the  newspapers  will  print  your 
story  and  then  will  print  it  in  news- 
paper style — the  style  to  sell  newspa- 
pers. That  is  newspaper  business. 
Some  of  the  pubhcity  given  the  CIAA 
by  the  press  certainly  is  not  to  our 
best  interests.  We  need,  then,  to  seek 
a  bettei"  understanding,  coordination, 
and  cooperation  with  our  newspapers 
and  newspaper  reporters. 

We  should  consider  carefully  the 
policies  and  regulations  of  the  NCAA. 
How  far  can  we  afford  to  go  along 
with  NCAA?  Does  the  NCAA  recog- 
nize our  problems  and  are  they  sym- 
pathetic toward  them?  Are  we  in  a 
position  to  abide  wholeheartedly  with 
their  rules  and  regulations?  I  call  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  we  are  not 
being  given  any  too  much  considera- 
tion with  respect  to  the  Dallas  meet- 
ing. Let  me  set  the  picture:  Letters 
were  written  by  a  member  of  the  Mid- 
Western  Athletic  Association  and 
members  of  the  CIAA  to  officials  of 
the  NCAA  and  the  American  Football 
Coaches'  Association  regarding  accom- 
modations for  Negroes  at  the  Dallas 
meeting.  We  were  told  that  Negroes 
can  not  be  housed  in  hotels  where 
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other  delegates  will  be  housed,  and 
that  dining  room  facilities  in  the  same 
locations  will  not  be  available  to  them, 
it  was  also  sitated  that  it  is  impossible 
to  alter  for  the  site  of  the  convention. 
One  of  our  correspondents  in  a  letter 
to  me  correctly  summed  up  the  ijitu- 
ation  in  these  words: 

'^1.  That  the  President  of  She  NCAA 
does  not  feel  that  the  Negi-o  delegates 
should  be  concerned  about  disorimina- 
tion  and  indignities  which  will  prevail 
in  Dallas. 

"2.  That  the  NCAA  Council  simi- 
larly has  approved  these  conditions 
and  made  no  effort  to  rectify  them." 

Gentlemen,  we  can  not  let  the  mat- 
ter drop  here.  The  next  move  Is  up 
to  us. 

Another  question  closely  connected 
with  the  NCAA  is  the  Freshman  Rule. 
Are  we  ready  for  a  Freshman  Rule? 
Personally  I  think  so.  It  seems  to  me 
that  we  are  in  as  good  a  position  as 
the  Ohio  Conference  which  is  compos- 
ed of  21  colleges  and  unlvetrsities. 
Among  these  colleges  are  Ashland, 
Baldwin-Wallace,  Boiling  Green,  Capi- 
tal, and  Case  and  Kenyon.  The  ctu- 
dent  bodies  of  schools  in  this  confer- 
ence range  from  Toledo  with  4,300  to 
Findley  with  407,  while  in  the  CIAA 
our  student  bodies  range  from  Howani 
with  6,187  to  Delaware  with  286.  The 
Ohio  Conference  average  per  school 
is  1,637,  whereas  the  average  in  ihe 
CIAA  is  1,304.  These  figures  were  taken 
from  the  1948  Fifth  Edition  of  Ameri- 
can Colleges  and  Universities  by  the 
American  Council  on  Education.  It 
mjay  readily  be  pointed  out  that  some 
of  our  problems  are  different  from 
theirs,  but  it  is  doubtful  that  it  could 
be  proven  that  there  is  any  great  va- 
riance in,  position.  A  Freshman  Rule 
will  be  beneficial  to  the  student.  It 
will  allow  him  to  become  orientated 
and  adijusted  to  college  life.  The 
transition  from  secondary  schools  to 
•institutions  of  higher  learning  is  a  big 
step  in  spite  of  all  the  efforts  and 
methods  of  integration.  PurtheiTnore, 
it  gives  gi-eater  opportunity,  broadens, 
enriches,  and  encourages  more  young 
men  to  enter  into  and  participate  in 
intercollegiate  athletics.  This,  I  be- 
lieve, is  one  of  the  goals  of  our 
program. 

We  might  also  check  our  own  con- 
stitutional regulations  and  rules  as  to 


meaning,  intent,  aind  enforcement.  A 
study  here  will  bring  out  some  rather 
interesting  questions.  Consider  some  of 
our  By-!Laws:  Article  Vi,  Section  2 
states  in  general  that  the  regulations 
of  the  Association  concerning  athletic 
games  and  meets  shall  be  the  same 
as  those  principles  of  amateur  sports 
adopted  by  the  NCAA,  etc.  Ai'ticle  VI, 
Section  3  (a)  states  that  it  shall  be 
regarded  as  the  duty  of  the  Associa- 
tion teams  to  play  each  other  at  least 
evei-y  three  years.  To  what  extent  are 
we  even  trying  to  can-y  out  this  duty? 
Article  VII,  Section  2  tn)  states  that 
teams  of  member  schools  shall  play 
only  school  teams  which  belong  to 
some  conference  with  regulations 
equivalent  to  or  approved  by  this  as- 
sociation. What  about  the  teams  we 
play  that  bring  high  school  athletes 
to  their  campus  for  team  tryouts?  It 
seems  to  me  that  there  is  a  whole  Jot 
of  shadow-boxing  going  on. 

It  is  with  reluctance  that  the  Lub- 
ject  of  officials  and  officiating  has  to 
be  raised  here.  Since  officiating  is 
such  a  vital  par-t  of  our  program  and 
since  there  has  been  a  loud  cry  all 
over  the  nation,  and  too  many  times 
in  our  own  Association,  it  is  necessary 
that  we  consider  the  problem  and  take 
steps  to  harmonize  and  bring  about 
better  relationships  and  understand- 
ings which  will  benefit  all  parties  en- 
gaged in  the  management  of  our  in- 
tercollegiate athletic  contests.  We 
should  tackle  this  problem  with  un- 
biased minds  and  in  a  straight-fomard 
manner  .so  that  in  the  end  we  will  icnovv 
that  the  actions  taken  will  be  a  credit 
to  cur  association. 

Mention  was  made  earlier  that  this 
has  been  a  memorable  year.  Our  "irst 
National  Classic  was  a  grand  success. 
The  Committee  did  an  excellent  .iob. 
These  men  were  confronted  with  'nany 
stumbling  blocks,  unfavorable  criti- 
cism, and  many  intricate  and  puzzling 
problems.  All  were  met  in  masterful 
style.  The  members  of  this  Commit- 
tee so  believed  in  their  organization 
and  their  own  ability  to  put  the  proj- 
ect, over  that  they  affixed  their  rigra- 
tures  for  bank  sums  amounting  to 
$5,000  to  get  a  working  fund  to  ntart 
the  promotion.  Too  much  credit  can 
not  be  given  tio  the  Committee. 

What  has  been  said  of  the  National 
Classic  Committee  can  also  be  naid  of 
the  Basketball  Tournament  Committee. 


They  gave  an  excellent  perfoimance. 
When  you  consicer  that  the  members 
of  the  National  Classic  Ccraimittee  and 
the  Basketball  Tournament  Committee 
had  to  provide  their  own  financial 
backing,  you  can  not  but  realize  that 
these  men  are  devoted  to  their  organ- 
ization. They  have  certainly  enriched 
the  CIAA  program. 

We  aa-e  now  in  a  position  to  con- 
struct our  budget  so  that  it  will  never 
again  be  necessary  for  individual  mem- 
bers to  become  personally  liable  lor 
any  program  of  this  Association,  mean- 
ing that  sufficient  funds  be  set  aside 
to  carry  on  our  promotional  activities. 

II  migiht  be  well  to  consider  a  Pro- 
motion Committee.  This  committee 
could  tie  m  ail  promotional  activities, 
thereby  saving  time  anai  money  as  well 
as  reducing  overlapping  and  elimina- 
ting nuplicatioin,  of  operations. 

We  have  been  fortunate  also  in  ihat 
our  other  programs  have  been  success- 
ful. While  the  monetary  outlays  were 
not  so  great,  the  activities  are  neces- 
sary and  are  an  integral  and  vital 
part  of  our  program.  Reference  nere  is 
made  to  the  Aquatic  Championships, 
Boxing  and  Wrestling  Tournament, 
and  Track  and  Field  Championships. 
The  members  of  these  committees  and 
host  in.'stitutions  rendered  the  CIAA 
invaluable  service. 

A  tribute  to  the  Morgan  State  Col- 
lege is  in  order.  Morgan  led  the  CIAA 
last  year  in  intercollegiate  athletics 
by  winning  -  the  football,  tennis,  and 
track  and  field  championships.  Mor- 
gan's world-beating  chin-clads  brought 
much  fame,  happiness,  and  satisfaction 
to  this  Association.  Our  hope  is  that 
some  of  our  other  institutions  will  come 
up  with  exceptional  athletic  attrac- 
tions. Other  highlights  of  the  year  were 
the  winning  of  the  1950  CIAA  Basket- 
ball Tournament  by  the  North  Caro- 
lina College  Eagles  and  the  excellent 
showing  of  the  West  Virginia  State 
College  Yellow  Jackets  against  top- 
notch  basketball  teams  in  the  west. 

In  closing:  It  is  my  hope  that  when 
we  leave  this  meeting  we  will  have 
made  progress,  our  ties  will  be  more 
securely  held,  and  that  we  will  .have 
a  better  understanding,  a  sympathetic 
attitude,  towards  the  problems  we  face 
collectively  and  individually,  and  that 
we  will  know  and  feel  that  we  are  our 
brother's  keeper. 
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Reports  of  Vice-Presidents 


NORTHERN  DISTRICT 

Manuel  Rivero 

Ml".  President,  members  of  the  Thir- 
ty-Eighth Annual  meeting  ol  our  be- 
loved Association:  I  am  fully  cogni- 
zant of  the  length  of  our  program 
and  the  many  things  to  be  done  ;n 
these  two  days;  moreover,  I  am  c'oubly 
cognizant  to  the  role  of  a  good  vice- 
president,  chief  of  which  is  not  tO 
'burden  his  hearers  with  an.  array  of 
data  of  the  member  scliools  of  his 
district.  The  objective  which  denotes 
his  title  and  status  would  seem  to  in- 
dicate that  any  information  or  report 
which  could  not  be  given  in  more  ihan 
five  minutes  in  the  light  of  all  that 
is  before  us  would  be  a  vice. 

Much  of  what  the  vice-presidents 
have  done  and  said  in  the  past  ap- 
pears finally  in  our  bulletin  under 
the  caption  of  a  summary  of  the  sea- 
ion's  record  of  the  member  teams  of 
the  association,  and  thus  that  phase 
of  om-  report  may  be  dispensed  with. 
The  record  of  the  Northern  District, 
compa-ising  the  following  colleges, 
Bluefield  State,  Bluefield,  West  Vir- 
ginia; EkJver  State,  Dover,  Delaware; 
Howard  University,  Washington,  D. 
C;  Lincoln  University,  Chester  County, 
Pennsylvania;  Morgan  State,  Balti- 
more, Maryland;  West  Virginia  State 
College,  Institute,  West  Virginia; 
speaks  for  itself. 

There  are  problems,  to  be  sure,  but 
with  the  growth  and  expansion  of 
many  of  our  colleges  these  problems 
will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum.  College 
administrators  are  doing  all  possible 
to  meet  CIAA  standards  in  all  areas. 
Our  standaixis  have  helped  colleges 
and  may  we  work  harder  to  maintain 
those  standards.  Much  that  is  good  in 
reports  and  on  paper  is  worth  little 
except  that  it  is  lifted  from  the  paper 
and  put  Into  action. 

Complaints  from  the  Northern  Dis- 
trict to  the  Vice-President  have  been 
almost  nil.  It  is  gratifying  to  laote 
that  our  public  relations  are  improv- 
ing, if  onie  is  any  judge  of  w^hat  ap- 
pears in  the  columns  of  our  newspaper 
both  locally  and  nationally.  In  the 
lianguage  of  the  late  Will  Rogei-s,  .All 
we  know  is  what  we  read  in  the  news- 
papers. I  was  delighted  when  Dr.  .An- 
derson of  Ohio  State  University  visited 
Bluefield  State  College  and  called  for 
and  read  our  constitution  and  indicat- 
ied  that  we  had'  a  good  association  and 
a  goad  bulletin.  Honor  to  the  founders 
and  our  editorial  board. 

Football  continues  to  be  our  major 
sport  and  we  note  with  pride  that  in 
the  final  CIAA  standings  the  Northern 
District  has  three  teams  in  the  upper 
division;  the  Southern  District,  four; 


the  Central  District,  one.  It  is  good, 
perhaps,  that  nothing  is  constant.  In 
our  successes  and  reverses  it  is  well 
also  to  remember  the  African  proverb, 
'Tf  fortune  today  is  on  my  side  it 
may  be  on  your  side  tomorrow,  and 
that  which  I  may  acquii-e  today  I  may 
also  loss  'tomorrow,"  the  coach  accounts 
for  many  things  in  the  life  of  his 
school. 

In  the  capacity  of  a  college  regis- 
trar I  know  something  of  the  role 
cf  a  coach  and  the  many  duties  he  has 
to  perform.  The  day  of  most  of  our 
coaches  is  from  twelve  to  fifteen  hours 
and  longer,  and  includes,  for  most  of 
them,  teaching  duties.  The  results  of 
good  coaching  pays  dividends  to  the 
school  in  terms  of  enrollment.  We 
need  students  to  carry  on  a  more  var- 
ied program. 

We  vice-presidents  must  make  our- 
selves more  useful  to  the  member 
schools  of  our  districts.  We  must  find 
ways  and  means,  or  devise  a  simplified 
report,  to  get  from  our  member  schools 
the  data  we  want  and  needi  if  our  ser- 
vices are  to  be  meaningful.  One  instan- 
ce of  stimulation  on  the  part  cf  vice- 
presidents  might  be  that  of  having 
the  vice-president  who  had  the  least 
teams  in  the  upper  division  to  banquet 
the  other  two. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  express  my  com- 
mendation to  the  directors  of  athletics 
and  coaches  and  to  all  those  who  are 
endeavoring  to  keep  our  competitive 
sports  on  the  highest  level  possible  so 
that  sheer  excellence  of  conduct  and 
performance  shall  ever  be  the  ideals 
of  the  CIAA  and  its  member  schools. 

SOUTHERN  DISTRICT 
Dr.  W.  H.  Robinson 

The  Southern  District  of  the  CIAA 
is  composed  of  six  colleges  which  are 
located  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 
These  schools  are  as  follows:  Agricul- 
tural and  Technical  College,  Greens- 
boro, North  Carolina;  Johnson  C. 
Smith  University,  Charlotte;  Winston- 
ISalem  Teachers  College,  Winston-Sa- 
lem; Shaw  University;  St.  Augustine's 
College,  'Raleigh;  and  North  Carolina 
College  in  Durham. 

The  Southern  District  enjoyed  one 
of  its  most  successful  years  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  CIAA.  The  A.  and  T.  Col- 
lege in  all  probability  will  be  award- 
ed the  football  and  the  baseball  cham- 
pionship.s,  wirile  North  Carolina  Col- 
lege won  the  CIAA  basketball  tourna- 
ment championship.  For  the  fii'st  time 
in  the  history  of  the  CIAA  two  North 
Carolina  teams  played  a  football  game 
Vhich  decided  the  CIAA  champion- 
ship. 

In  the  absence  of  a  personal  visit 


to  the  campus  of  each  college  in  this 
district,  a  questionnaire  was  prepared 
and  mailed  to  th»  directors  of  athlet- 
ics. This  questionnaire  dealt  with  the 
most  important  questions  pertaining 
to  the  school's  participation  in  sports. 
Thia  sea-yed  as  a  good  substitute  for 
a  personal  visit,  but  can  not  be  com- 
pared with  an  eye-witness  account  of 
the  conditions  such  as  playing  facili- 
tes  and  accommodations  for  visiting 
teams.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  all 
the  directors  cooperated  and  answered 
each  question  and  returned  the  ques- 
tionnaires on  time.  Therefore  I  have 
mimeographed  a  compilations  sheet 
Vvhich  you  can  study  at  some  future 
time.  I  will  give  you  a  short  summary 
of  some  of  the  most  significant  facts 
disclosed  by  the  questionnaire. 

Siunmary  of  tlie  com'P'ilalion  sheet: 
AU  the  schools  in  this  district  par- 
ticipated in  football,  basketball,  track, 
and  with  one  exception  in  baseball, 
J.  C.  Smith  University  being  the  ex- 
ception. Three  colleges  patricipated  in 
tennis,  while  Winston-Salem  Teachers 
College  and  St.  Augustine's  College  did 
not  have  tennis  teams.  North  Carolina 
and  Johnson  C.  Smith  University  did 
not  participate  in  boxing  and  no  school 
in  this  district  had  a  wrestling  and 
swimming  team.  However,  it  is  gratify- 
ing to  say  these  questionnares  show 
that  all  the  colleges  in  this  district 
participated  in  four  major  sports  and 
therefore  met  the  CIAA  standards  of 
participation.  The  Standards  Commit- 
tee will  determine  if  they  all  met  the 
requirements  based  on  personnel  rep- 
resentation in  each  sport. 

Attendance  in  football  and  basket- 
ball is  on  the  increase  in  this  district 
for  all  the  schools.  Total  attendance 
for  the  season  is  109,750  for  football 
and  46,600  in  basketball.  A.  and  T. 
College  had  the  largest,  with  North 
Carolina  College  second,  Johnson  C. 
Smith  University,  third,  and  St.  Aug- 
ustine's College  with  the  smallest  total 
attendance  for  the  two  sports.  Base- 
ball still  lags  far  behind  in  attendance. 
A.  and  T.  College  leads,  Winston-Sal- 
em second,  St.  Augustne's  College 
third,  and  North  Carolina  College  had 
the  smallest  baseball  attendance. 

Athletic  plant  facilities  still  present 
the  major  problem  for  all  the  schools, 
with  interest,  support  by  sport  fans, 
and  finance  being  high  on  the  list  as 
m'ajor  problems  in  the  minor  sports. 
All  the  schools  have  new  gymnasiums 
with  swimming  pools  either  proposed 
or  under  construction.  North  Carolina's 
new  gymnasium  will  be  without  a 
swimming  pool  since  they  ah-eady  have 
a  pool  in  their  old  gj'mnaslum.  Tiiis 
new  gymnasium  is  well  under  way  and 
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if  the  war  does  not  stop  the  construc- 
tion of  it,  it  will  be  ready  by  the  fall  of 
1951.  A.  and  T.  College's  new  gym- 
nasium will  be  ready  by  late  1951  or 
early  1952.  This  same  applies  to  Win- 
ston-Salem Teachers  College.  North 
Carolina  College's  new  quarter-mile 
cinder  track  and'  baseball  field  will 
be  ready  for  the  spring  sports.  St. 
Augustine's  and  Shaw  Unlvei^sity  have 
proposed  new  football  stadiiuns, 
while  A  and  T.  and  North  Carolina 
College  plan  to  light  then-  present 
(football  fields  in  the  near  future. 

Oniy  one  college  played  on  its  own 
baseball  field  while  all  the  others 
played  in  the  city  baseball  parks. 
North  Carolina  College  and  St.  Augus- 
tine's College  will  have  new  baseball 
fields,  while  the  other  schools  in  this 
district  have  no  future  plans  in  this 
area  of  facilities,  while  on  the  other 
hand  all  the  schools  have  proposed 
new  running  tracks. 

The  colleges  in  this  district  have 
well-developed  inti'aHmiural  progl'ams 
with  a  large  percentage  of  their  stu- 
dents participating.  A  check  of  Sheet 
No.  5  of  the  compilation  report  dis- 
closes that  basketball,  volleyball,  bad- 
minton, Softball,  touch  football,  speed 
ball,  paddle  tennis,  and  track  are  listed 
as  sports  in  the  various  intra-mural 
programs  of  the  colleges. 

All  four  colleges  which  participated 
In  tennis  played  on  olay  courts  aniJ 
none  had  hard-surface  courts.  No  pro- 
visions were  made  for  seating  specta- 
tors around  the  tennis  courts. 

Suggestions  for  Vice-Presidents: 

In  order  that  the  Vice-Presidents  of 
the  three  districts  shall,  accoi-ding  lo 
the  CMA  constitution,  "...  be  diligent 
in  maintaining  anid  furthering  the  in- 
terest of  the  association  in  the  district 
they  represent  ..."  I  offer  the  follow- 
ing three  suggestions: 

1.  That  the  Vice-President  make 
at  least  one  personal  visit  to  the 
schools  in  his  district  for  the  pur- 
pose of  investigation  according  to  some 
standards  previously  set.  In  order  that 
this  procedure  be  carried  out.  the  as- 
sociation should  at  least  pay  his  trav- 
eling expenses  to  each  school  in  his 
distrct.  For  economy  in  this  matter, 
the  association  should  set  a  standard 
rate  of  travel.  In  looking  over  the  geo- 
graphical location  of  the  schools,  only 
in  two  or  possibly  three  cases  would 
travel  by  Pullman  be  necessary. 

2.  That  all  the  Vice-Presidents 
have  a  meeting  and  set  up  a  stan- 
dard form  which  they  should  follow 
so  that  their  annual  reports  would 
carry  the  same  items  and  questions. 
The  form  createid  by  Mr.  A.  I.  Ten-ell 
in  his  1949  report  and  the  one  used 
by  this  writer  coiild  be  a  good  starting 
point    for    a   uniform  questionnaire. 


These  two  iorrm  could  ea.^ily  be  sup- 
plemented by  suggestions  from  the 
parent  body.  With  this  being  accepted, 
then  a  good  comparison  could  easily 
be  made  of  all  the  schools  in  the  as- 
sociation. Such  reports  from  year  to 
year  would  easily  disclose  whether  or 
not  the  schools  in  the  association 
were  progressing  or  retrogressing. 

3.  That  the  Vice-'Pi-esidents  be  giv- 
en some  sort  of  legislative  powers  or 
authority  from  the  association  of- 
fer suggestions  and  require  action 
from  schools  in  their  districts  on  im- 
proving of  such  conditions  as  accom- 
modation of  visiting  teams,  playing 
conditions,  the  controllng  of  specta- 
tors at  various  events,  and  any  other 
conditions  which  he  finds  cou'.d  be 
improved  upon.  Such  action  from,  the 
association  would  get  better  results 
than  the  pleading  of  all  the  directors 
of  athletics  at  the  schools. 

I  have  the  compilation  sheet  here 
and  I  will  pass  it  out.  As  1  mentioned, 
I  won't  read  all  of  this  to  you  because 
I  know  you  are  rather  busy,  but  -  his 
gives  an  account  of  all  the  schools  in 
the  Southern  District. 

CENTRAL  DISTRICT 

J.  A.  Moore 

Mr.  Chairman  and  members:  This  is 
the  report  of  the  Central  District  for 
the  year  1950.  Hamp'ton,  St  Paiil'.s. 
Virginia  State,  aand  Union  are  the 
colleges  which  comprise  the  Central 
District  of  the  CIAA. 

Prom  the  point  of  view  of  participa- 
tion, all  of  the  schools  reached  the 
minimum  reqajjiremenls.  Hampton 
seems  to  be  the  outstanding  college  in 
the  matter  of  engaging  in  more  sports. 
Hampton  participated  in  seven  sports 
during  the  past  year,  Virginia  State 
in  five;  Union  in  four,  and  St.  Paul's 
in  four. 

The  point  which  this  report  wishes 
to  stress,  however,  does  not  deal  with 
participation  but  rather  with  the 
question  of  facilities  and  the  treat- 
ment of  teams  which  come  to  the  var- 
ious campuses  as  visitors  for  athletics 
contests.  Some  of  the  schools  within 
the  district  extend  themselves  to  make 
the  sleeping  and  eating  accommoda- 
tions what  they  should  be.  There  are 
others,  however,  who  fail  to  -make  the 
most  of  their  facilities  through  a  lack 
of  proper  preparation. 

The  nfollowing  obsei-vations  are  bas- 
ed upon  visits  to  the  schools  and  re- 
late to  conditions  concerning  the  treat- 
ment of  visiting  teams.  All  of  the  con- 
ditions do  not  apply  to  the  colleges 
of  the  Central  District,  but  they  are 
fairly  typical  of  what  to  expect  in 
some  of  the  schools  to  which  you 
might  have  occasion  to  take  teams. 


1.  In  Orie  school  there  wa«  abso^ 
lutely  no  preparation  foi-  the  visiting 
team.  There  were  no  provisions  made 
for  dressing  or  resting.  You  had  to 
make  your  own  provisions. 

2.  The  question  of  taking  rnotion 
pictures  of  the  game  has  very  often 
proved  a  bone  of  contention.  In  one 
instance,  picture  taking  was  prohibited 
even  after  permission  was  given. 

3.  Teams  ti'aveling  long  distances 
have  often  failed  to  make  the  dirmer 
hour  at  the  stated  time.  Meals  have 
been  refused  if  the  group  an-ived  as 
much  as  an  hour  late. 

4.  Granting  of  complimentary  tickets 
is  a  courtesy  which  the  host  school  may 
or  may  not  extend.  In  some  colleges 
the  matter  is  given  very  little  consid- 
eration. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  all 
schools  of  the  Central  District  feel  that 
the  faculties  which  ai"e  used  for  athletic 
contests  ai'e  good  or  fair.  It  is  not  the 
problem  of  thiis  report  to  evaluate  such 
facilities,  but  it  is  my  opinion  that 
coaches  and  attiletic  directors  should 
in  their  respective  schools,  insist  upon 
having  more  to  say  concerning  the 
constiTiction  of  any  athletic  faciUties. 
Coaches  visiting  campuses  where  new 
constniction  is  going  on  should  be  crit- 
ical, foa-  that  criticism  helps  a  man  in 
hi&  own  situation  to  gain  influence. 

The  typical  picture  in  most  of  our 
colleges  runs  something  like  this:  All 
new  construction  and  improvements  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  superin- 
Lendent  of  buildings  anid^  grounds.  His 
long  experience  with  the  physical  plant 
makes  him  believe  that  he  is  an  lauthor- 
ity  on  athletic  facilities.  In  the  end 
it  all  am'ounts  to  the  coach  and  the 
director  taking  what  is  handed  them, 
when  consultation  and  cooperation 
would  have  produced  a  i-esult  far  more 
efficient  and  effective. 

Now,  the  criticisms  that  I  have  di- 
rected include  Vu-ginla  State  College, 
and  I  feel  that  some  of  the  new  con- 
struction going  up  where  we  have  had 
0  chance  to  say  a  great  deal  about 
what  is  going  on — pretty  generally  your 
work  is  ignored  on  such  things  as  level- 
ing the  field,  grass  gi'owing,  und  thai 
type  of  thing.  Schools  come  and  they 
play  and  say,  "Oh,  you  have  got  a  fine 
plant;  you  have  got  a  fine  this  ana  the 
other,"  but  I  think  they  ought  to  viev.' 
those  things  pretty  critically 

As  I  look  about  the  conference  I  know 
one  football  field  that  is  exceptionally 
fine  except  for  the  fact  that  when  you 
play  on  a  cold  day  there,  by  the  time 
you  reach  noon  it  is  a  beautiful  day 
outside,  but  the  field  is  muddy.  We 
are  tiTing  to  avoid  that.  I  think 
coaches  should  criticize,  "Whj'  isn't 
your  track  wider?"  Sometimes  we  dor.'t 
have  anything  to  do  with  how  wide  the 
the  track  Is,  with  the  leveling  of  the 
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field.  I  am  Vnoping:  thai  ■with  tiiis  tv^v. 
construction  at  Virginia  State  College 
coming  alo-ng,  men  coming  ia  will  view 
it  and  criticize  it  and  let  tlieir  criticisms 
be  known.    Ibat  'helps  us.

COMMITTEE  ON  ELIGIBILITY 

Mr.  H   C.  Perrin 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members:  Your 
committee  on  Eligibility  reports  a  digesi, 
of  its  actions  and  findings  since  the 

1949  Annual  Meeting  in  Washiriigton, 
D.  C. 

Our  fii-st  duty  was  to  send  tlie  fol- 
lowing reminder  on  January  20,  1950: 

■'Dear  Athletic  Director: 

■'Is  your-  (basi&etball  roster  in  for  1950? 
Your  attention  is  called  to  the  CIAA 
Bulletin  for  1948,  page  22,  Recommen- 
dation No.  18  of  the  Committee  on 
Recommendations:  That  eligibility  list 
muse  be  post-marked  or  in  tiie  hands 
of  the  chaiiman  of  the  EUgibility  Com- 
mittee at  least  ten  days  before  the  first 
Inter-Collegiate  contest  in  any  sport. 
Penalty:  Pailuj-e  to  comply  with  this 
regulation  results  in  automatic  for- 
feiitore  of  the  contest." 

By  January  10,  1950  only  six  instiiu- 
tions  had  sent  in  their  eligibihty  lists  in 
basketball  and  not  before  January  25, 

1950  were  all  the  hsts  in. 

Tile  failure  of  the  institutions  to  seni 
in  lists  promptly  continued  in  other 
sports,  with  one  institution  sending  in 
its  basketball,  track,  boxing  ,  and 
baseball  lists  on  October  3,  1950. 
Although  almost  'all  of  the  mst^tutions 
did  not  send  in  their  football  lists  at 
ihe  required  time,  there  is  still  an  in- 
stitution which  has  not  sent  in  its 
football  eligibility  list.  Thus,  all  of  us 
are  guilty  of  not  supporting  the  regu- 
lation. 

A  letter  was  received  from  Mr. 
Daniel  P.  Lincoln,  Registrar  at  West 
Virginia  State  College,  asking  to  be 
cited  to  the  regulation  and  contents  cl 
the  same'  relating  to  the  deadline 
lor  submitting  a  list  of  athletes  in  a 
compatitive  sport  to  this  office.  He 
said,  "Oui-  Professoi'  Moore  is  not  quite 
clear  on  this  point  and  it  is  imperative 
that  I  know  the  exact  facts  relating 
to  this  impoi-tant  regulajtion."  Mr. 
Lincoln  was  informed  that  the  answer 
to  this  question  is  found  in  ithe  1948 
CIAA  Bulletin,  page  20,  in  the  second 
i''8commendation  of  the  Eligibility  Com- 
mittee of  which  Mr.  A.  P.  Ohippey  was 
chaiiiman  and  Mr.  Paul  J.  Moore  and 
Dr.  George  Spaulding  were  members. 

A  letter  was  received  fix>m  Mi*.  S.  B. 
Taylor  of  Biuefield  State  College  ask- 
ing concerning  a  transfer  student.  He 
was  informed  that  the  last  .school  at- 
tended by  the  younig  man  at  ■which  he 
regisitered  makes  him  a  ti-ansifer  etudenit.

Mr.  Cai  Irvm,  coach,  Jolmson  C. 
Smith  University,  wrote  relative  to  the 
eligibility  of  one  Waiter  Jolinson  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  a  ladi  who  had 
played  with  the  Richmond  Giants  but 
had  not  been  to  college.  Mr.  Ii-vin  was 
informed  that  the  CIAA  annual  cession 
did  pass  a  motion  that  may  student  or 
prospective  student  who  played  pro- 
fessional baseball  is  ineligible  to  pai^- 
ticipate  in  any  sport  of  the  CIAA  In- 
stitutions. As  we  understood  the  rul- 
ing it  was  that  from  the  date  of  pas- 
sage no  athlete  could  play  in.  the  as- 
sociation who  had  played  for  money. 

In  reply  to  Coach  Cardwell  of  West 
Virginia  State  College  regarding  the 
eligibility  of  Joe  Gilliem  for  1950.  it  was 
ruled  that  he,  Joe  Gilliam  for  1950,  was 
not  eligible  for  further  participation  in 
football  in  the  CIAA. 

Coach  White  at  Delaware  S'tate  Col- 
lege v.'as  informed  that  it  ■was  their  re- 
sponsibility of  Delaware  State  College 
to  decide  the  eligibility  of  one  Fred 
Freeman. 

On  invitation  of  Di'.  J.  T.  Williams  ocf 
Maryland  State  College  the  Chairman  of 
the  Eligibility  Committee  visited  the  Col 
lege  for  the  purpose  of  discusising  the 
eligibility  rales  for  athletes  without  in- 
volving the  association.  A  review  of  the 
rules  of  athletic  regulations  of  athletes 
at  CIAA  institutions  was  giveni.  The 
athletic  board  presented  a  list  of  ath- 
letics at  their  institution.  I  Informed 
the  board  that  I  could  not  give  any  ar- 


ptv5Val  bxiit  would  be  ba^y  to  submit 
a  copy  of  said,  list  to  the  institutions  of 
the  association.  They  readily  agreed  vo 
furnish  me  witli  enough  copies.  These 
oopi'ss  were  submitted  to  the  President, 
Secretary-Treasurer,  and  each  member 
institution.  Each  receiving  siaid  copy 
was  asked  to  miake  a  careful  study  oi 
the  athletes  and  the  information  con- 
cerning each  and  to  contest  any  athlete 
who  did  not  conf  orm  to  the  eligibility 
of  our  association;  that  if  there  were 
no  pixjtest,  then  the  Eligibihty  Commit- 
tee would  be  free  to  approve  Maryland 
State  College  as  ant  opponent  m  parti- 
cipate with  in  sports. 

Benjamin  Warren,  a  student  of  'i/ir- 
ginla  Union  University,  wrote  asking 
foi^  a  ruling  that  would  permit  lum 
to  play  football  at  Virginia  Union 
University.  The  committee  answered, 
referring  his  case  of  of  eligibility  'to  the 
athletic  authority  at  Virginia  Union. 
A  phone  call  to  the  chaii-man  iiom 
Coach  Thomas  Harris  of  Virginia 
Union  concerning  tlie  ehgibility  of 
Benjamin  Warren  was  told  that  it 
was  the  responsibility  of  each  institu- 
tion to  deteiimine  the  eligibility  of 
its  athletes. 

After  the  hsts  of  eligibility  from 
the  several  members  of  the  CIAA 
were  submitted  from  the  Chairman  of 
the  Eligibility  Committee  to  the  sev- 
eral institutions,  Mr.  S.  B.  Taylor, 
Athletic  Director  of  Biuefield  State 
College,  protested  the  eligibility  of 
Benjamin  Wai-ren.  The  case  was  just 
settled  last  night.  This  is  the  ruling 
to  be  added  to  my  report: 

Mr.  S.  B.  Taylor  of  Biuefield  State 
College  charges  that  Benjamin  War- 
ren, a  player  on  the  football  team 
of  Virginia  Union  University,  was  in- 
eligible since  he  had  played  four  years, 
namely,  1946,  1947,  1948,  and  1949. 
In  seeking  to  confii'm  this  accusation, 
the  committee  referred  to  the  CIAA 
Bulletin  which  showed  the  rosters  of 
the  schools  for  football  in  1946  upon 
which  Warren's  name  did  not  appear, 
whereas  at  the  end  of  1947  he  was 
repoi-ted  for  two  years'  participation, 
in  error,  as  many  others,  as  was  prov- 
en in  the  two  bulletins.  Due  to  this 
faulty  report  in  the  Bulletin  and  the 
lack  of  documentary  evidence  submit- 
ted by  Mr.  Taylor,  we  fail  to  see 
grounds  for  declaring  WaiTen  of  Vir- 
ginia Union  ineligible  for  the  1950 
football  season. 

Coach  Riddlck  of  North  Carolina 
College  was  informed  that  if  Roy  Iree 
had  not  participated  in  professional 
baseball  since  the  annual  meeting  tn 
1948,  he  was  eligible  for  CIAA  par- 
ticipation. 

Coach  Russell  Blount  of  St.  Paul's 
Polytechnic  Institute  was  given  per- 
missiom  to  play  the  Mt.  Airy  Badgers 
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of  Philadelphia  a  basketball  game  De- 
cember 2  or  December  8,  1950.

On  this  one  school,  Bluefield  State 
CoJiege,  there  is  some  question  abouft 
their  eliglDiiity  and  that  has  to  be 
cleared  up  by  those  delegates  before 
I  have  a  complete  report. 

COMMITTEE  ON  BASEBBALL 
Mr.  J.  E.  Lytle 

The  foiiowmg  is  the  report  of  iilie 
Baseball  Committee. 

First  we  have  here  the  tabulation  of 
the  teams  that  plan  to  compete  in 
baseball  in  the  1951  season,  mne  in 
all,  thi-ee  of  which  are  uncertain:  A. 
and  T.  College;  Etelaware  State;  How- 
aixi  University,  uncertain^;  North  Caro- 
linia  College;  St.  Augustine's  CoUege, 
uncertain;  Shaw  University;  Vh-ginia 
State  College,  unicertain,  West  Vir- 
ginia State  College;  Winston-Salem 
Teachers  College. 

It  was  determined  as  a  result  of  the 
records  available  that  A.  and  T.  Col- 
lege won  the  1950  baseball  champion- 
ship with  a  record  of  ll  games  won, 
3  games  lost.  Linoolni  University  was 
second  with  8  games  won,  2  games 
lost.  Two  scheduled  Lincoln  games 
were  canceled  because  of  rain. 

The  following  recommendations  are 
submitted  for  the  consdderation  of  the 
coniference: 

1.  That  every  team  play  compet- 
ing teams  alt  least  ounce. 

2.  No  more  than  two  games,  and 
the  first  of  a  home-and-home  series 
arrangem'ent  be  computed  in  cham- 
pionship considerations. 

3.  That  the  baseball  cham(pionship 
be  computed  on  a  percentage  basis. 

4.  That  participating  teams  submit 
baseball  schedules  to  the  Office  of 
the  Secretary-Treasurer  by  Januaily 
15,  1951,  subject  to  a  $25  fine  for  lail- 
ing  to  do  so. 

5.  It  is  reccmmended  that  the 
CIAA  look  inito  possibilities  of  cont- 
ference  baseball  teams  being  consid- 
ered in  Regionial  Play-offs  of  the  Na- 
tional Collegiate  Athletic  Association. 

That  concludes  the  report  of  the 
Baseball  Committee. 


COMMITTEE  ON 
BOXING  AND  WRESTLING 
Mr.  K.  E.  Brown 

Much  difficulty  was  enicoun'tered  in 
securmg  an  appropriate  site  or  loca- 
tion for  the  1950  CIAA  Ohampioaiiship 
Boxing  and  Wrestling-  Tournament. 
However,  it  was  finally  agreedi  upon 
that  the  tournament  would  be  held 
in  Washington,  D.  C,  on  Pebniai-y 
28,  March  1  and  2. 

Due  to  the  expense  involved)  in  rent- 
ing Turner's  Arena,  it  wias  agi'eed 
upon  to  stage  the  preliminiary  bouts 
in  boxing  at  the  llth  Street  YMCA 
and  the  preliminary  rounds  in  wres- 
tling at  the  Howard  University  Tem- 
poraiy  Gymnasium.  It  was  further 
agreed  upon  to  stage  the  finals  for 
both  sports  at  Turner's  Arena. 

The  following  insititutions  paaitica- 
pated  in  the  wrestling  championships: 
Howard,  Hampton,  Morgan,  Virglinia 
State,  Lincoln,  Delawaire  State,  and 
Johnson  C.  Smith.  Boxing  was  par- 
ticipated in  by  Howard,  St.  Augus- 
tine's, A.  and  T.,  Morgan,  Hamptom, 
Shaw,  Winston-Salem,  Virginia  State, 
Lincoln,  West  Virginia  State,  Bluefield, 
Virginia  Union  and  Delaware  State. 

The  channpionship  in  wrestling  was 
won  by  Howard  University  with  28 
points,  while  Hampton  and  Moi-gan 
tied  for  second  place  with  22  points 
each.  Vk'ginia  State  was  third  with 
19  points.

Hamipton  Instituite  will  sei^ve  as 
host  school  for  the  Fourth  Annual 
Invitational  CIAA  Swimming  and  Div- 
ing Champdotniship  for  Men,  which  "A  ill 
be  heldi  March  1,  2,  and  3,  1951.  An 
attempt  will  be  made  to  enter  the 
outstanding  swimmer  or  swimmers  in 
rhe  annual  NCAA  Swimming  and  Div- 
ing Championship  for  Men  to  be  held 
at  Yale  University  in  the  early  part  of 
March,  I  believe  beginning  March  12. 

North  Carolina  College  and  Morgan 
State  College  plan  an  intercollegiate 
swimming  meet  during  the  school 
year  '52-53.  Of  course,  this  is  pend- 
ing the  completion  of  renovations  ut 
North  Carolina  amid  construction  of 
a  swimming  plant  at  Morgan. 

The  Swimming  Committee  recom- 
mends that  the  sum  of  $250  be  awarded 
to  the  host  school,  which  this  year  is 
Hampton,  for  the  purpose  of  spon- 
soring the  Fourth  Annual  CIAA 
Swimming  and  Diving  Championships 
to  be  held  March  1,  2,  and  3. 

The  Swimming  Committee  recom- 
mends that  the  host  school  be  resipon- 
sit>le  for  the  complete  planning  and 
organization  of  the  chamionship  meet, 
which  has  been  the  case  in  the  last 
two  or  three  years. 

The  Swimming  Committee  further 
recommends  that  Tennessee  A.  and  I. 
College  be  invited  to  participate  in 
the  Fourth  Annual  Championship 
Meet,  which  has  also  been  the  case 
in  the  past  two  years. 

Mr.  President  that  completes  the  re- 
poi-t. 

COMMITTEE  ON  TENNIS 

Mr.   E.   L.  Jackson 

Mr.  Chaiiman  and  gentlemen:  The 
1950  Tennis  Tournament  which  wa.s 


held  at  West  Virginia  State  was.  onp 
of  the  most  successful  im  recent  his- 
tory, with  ten  schools  being  represent- 
ed. The  policy  of  beginning  play  on 
Thuisday  instead  of  on  Pi-iday  was 
found  to  be  a  most  desirable  one. 
Frequently  it  rains  at  that  time  of 
the  year  and  if  you  have  an  extra 
day  in  there,  with  a  larg-e  number 
of  participants  it  gives  you  a  chance 
to  complete  the  tounnament. 

Tills  tournament  was  won  by  Mor- 
gan State  College  with  West  Virginia 
finishing  second. 

It  is  recommiended  that  the  1961 
CIAA  Tennis  tournament  be  held  on 
May  10,  11,  and  12,  with  ihe  CIAA 
subsidizing  the  cost  of  trophies  as  m 
the  oast,  and  also  the  cost  of  the  balls. 
In  ithe  past  the  host  school  has  paid 
the  whole  cost  of  the  balls  amid  that 
is  getting  to  t>e  quite  an\  item  now. 

Ihe  place  of  the  tournament  will 
be  announced  later.  We  have  one  or 
two  schools  who  have  promised  to 
take  it,  but  they  have  to  check  with 
other  authorities  beifore  they  can  give 
us  definite  word. 

COMMITTEE  ON  TRACK 

Mr.  L.  Walker 

Mil'.  Chairman,  this  is  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Track.  It  is  in 
two  brief  parts,  the  review  of  the  1950 
track  season  and  the  announcement 
of  1951  events  in  track  for  the  CIAA. 

The  increased  number  of  schools 
participating  in  dwal,  triangular, 
quadrangular  meets  inidicates  thiat 
track  participation  by  CIAA  members 
is  on  the  upgrade.  The  following 
meets  were  reported. 

Hampton  and  Howard)  reported 
quadrangular  meets;  St.  Augustine's, 
hexangular  meet;  Lincoln-Howard,  A. 
and  T.  —  Winston-Salem;  A.  and  T. 
—  North  Carolina  College,  dual  meets; 
Winston-Salem,  relays;  and  North 
Carolina  College,  relays. 

The  closed  championship  was  held 
May  12  and  13  at  Morgan  State  Col- 
lege, and'  Morg-'an  eked  out  a  win  in 
that  meet.  The  committee  wishes  to 
state  that  the  managerial  and  oper- 
ational aspects  of  the  meet  were  com- 
mendable, and  the  numl:)er  of  reg- 
istered participants  in  events  above 
the  requirements  of  stanalards  for  eli- 
gibility was  indeed  a  wholesom'S  Eign. 
There  were  many  more  participants 
in  all  events  from  the  16  member  com- 
peting schools  than  wtis  i-equired  by 
the   Standards  Committee. 

The  following  records  were  broken 
or  tied: 

The  440  yaM  record  was  broken  by 
George  Rhoden  of  Morgan.  His  win- 
ning time  was  47.9.  The  recoixl  tied, 
I  .should  say,  the  time  of  14.9  in  the 
1949  meet,  also  by  George  Rhoden. 

In  the  880-yard  run.  Bill  Brown  of 


iVlorgan  broke  the  old- record  of  1:54.5 
set  by  Rosooe  Brown  of  Lincoln  in 
1948  at  Hampton  with  a  time  of  153.9. 

ihe  120-yard  high  hiuxiles  record 
was  broken  by  Lester  Scott,  also  of 
Morgan,  with  a  time  of  14.6  seconds. 

Tne  220-yara  low  hurdles  record 
was  broken  by  Ed  Carter,  noit  of  Mor- 
gan but  of  A.  and  T.,  in  24.3  seconds. 

A  pole  vault  record  was  set  by  Char- 
les Bryant  of  Howard,  breaking  the 
record  of  Jones  of  Virginia  Union 
of  12  feet  set  in  1935  for  Hampton. 
Bryant's  recoid  was  12  feet,  4  inches. 

The  mile  relay  record  was  broken 
by  Morgan  with  3:12.5,  andi  the  med- 
ley relay  record  was  also  broken  by 
Morgan  with  3:25.4  seconds. 

In  non-conference  competition  the 
achievement  of  CIAA  representatives 
was  noteworthy. 

Lincoln  University  reports  compe- 
tition with  LaSalle,  Westchester  State 
Teachers  College,  Lock  Haven,  and 
Bloomberg.  Lincoln  also  reports  that 
Jim  Cook,  one  of  their  star  athletics 
achieved  fifth  place  in  the  National 
AAU  Decathlon  and  ranked  in  the 
Metropolitan  AAU  shot  put  and  high 
jiuntp  events. 

North  Carolina  College  reports  that 
Donald  Leek  won  and  set  a  new  I'ec- 
ord  in  the  Indoor  Junior  National  AAU 
60 -yard  high  hurdles  in  New  York  City 
with  a  'time  of  7.8  seconds. 

Howiard  reports  that  Bruce  w^on  the 
880  yard  hanaiicap  run  in  the  Fvening 
Star  Meet. 

Member  schools  of  the  CIAA  re- 
ported participacion  iri  the  following 
meets : 

Indood:  The  Evening  Star  gomes, 
Washington;  the  Philadelphia  Inquir- 
er; Seton  Hall  relays;  South  Atlantic 
Meet;  the  Melrose  games;  the  Knights 
of  Columbus;  and  the  National  AAU 
championsihip. 

Outdoor  competition:  Seton  Hall 
Relays;  Penn  Relays;  the  NCAA 
Meet;  the  National  AAU  Meet;  the 
South  Atlantic  championship;  and  the 
California  Coliseum  Relays. 

The  committee  feels  that  participa- 
tion of  member  institutions  in  athle- 
tic competition  outside  of  the  confer- 
ence is  desh-able  and  contribuites 
greatly  to  the  prestige  of  the  confer- 
ence. Therefore,  it  wishes  to  call  to 
the  attention  of  the  body,  and  have  it 
included  in  the  report  of  this  com- 
mittee, some  of  the  highlights  of  the 
1950  Morgan  College  track  team  to 
which  we  point  with  pride. 

The  Mile  Relay  Team,  composed  of 
LaBeach,  Tyler,  Brown,  and  Rhoden, 
set  records  in  the  foUowtng  meets: 

The  Seton  Hall  Championship  with 
the  remarkable  time  of  3:15.3,  a  new 
recoiid. 

The  Pennsylvania  Relays,  Class  A 
Championship,  with  the  stni  better 
time  of  3:13.6,  a  new  record. 
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They  ran  second  in  the  Los  Angeles 
Coliseumi  Relays.  The  Winning  time 
was  3:10.1,  the  fiastest  time  in  the 
country  far  19'o0,  Morgan's  time  iDe- 
inig  3:10.2. 

Morgan  placed  fifth  in  the  NCAA 
Track  and  Field  ChamipiiorLShips  at  ihe 
University  of  Mininiesoita. 

They  made  36  points  in  ihe  Junioa- 
[National  AAU  Championships  at  the 
University  of  Maryland,  and  placed 
fourth  in  the  National  Senior  AAU 
Championships  at  the  University  of 
Maryland. 

They  won  the  National  AiAUR  Re- 
lay Championship,  the  1600  Meter 
Relay  Cham-pionship  and  also  the  400 
meter  Relay  Championship. 

They  won  nine  national  champion  - 
ships during  the  1950  track  saason,  an^ 
also  won  the  Freshman  Mile  Relay, 
University  of  Pennsylvaniia  Relays,  in 
the  exceiptional  time  of  3:21.4. 

Some  of  the  individual  perfarmamces 
should  be  mentioned. 

George  Rhoden  seit  a  new  world's 
record  in  the  400-meter  dash  in  Swe- 
den, in  the  time  of  45.8  seconds.  I 
suppose  tnai  rJ.'coixl  is  pen-'ln!;.  Rho- 
der.  also  'von  'iu:  NCAA  440-yard 
champdonship  and  bhe  National  AAU 
400Jmeter  championship. 

William  Brow.i  \Joa  the  NCAA  8Cn- 
yard  dash  championship  in  the  ex- 
ceptional time  of  1:51.2. 

bArthur  Bragg,  at  that  time,  I  be- 
lieve, a  freshman  at  Morgan,  won  the 
Jimior  AAU  100-meter  championship 
—  I'm  sorry  He  was  second  in  that 
event  and  won  the  Senior  AAU  100 
meter  championship. 

Robert  Tyler  won  the  National  AAU 
200 -meter  champioiniship  and  set  a 
new  English  record  in  the  100 -yard 
dash  in  England  last  summer  with 
'the  time  of  9.4  seconds. 

Four  Morgan  track  men  represented 
America  in  Eiiropean  meets:  George 
Rhoden,  Arthur  Bragg,  Robert  Tyler, 
and  William  Brown. 

During  the  Christmas  holidiays,  .Ar- 
thur Bragg  will  travel  to  San  Fran- 
cisco and  then  on  to  New  Zealand  dur- 
ing the  Christmias  holidays  to  pai-ti- 
cipate  with  a  7 -man  American  team 
in  meets  there. 

Another  wholesome  sign  of  the  ad- 
vancement of  track  in  the  CIAA  is 
the  oonstruotion  of  new  tracks  about 
the  conference.  Particular  mention  is 
made  of  Virginia  State  College  oon- 
stTuction  now  under  way,  and  North 
Carolina  College's  track,  both  of  which 
should  be  available  in  1952. 

As  for  1951  competition,  the  closed 
championship  will  be  held  at  Morgan 
College  May  11  and  12. 

The  oommittee  recommends,  and 
reference  is  made  to,  the  Standard's 
Cor  Membership  in  the  CIAA,  page 
3'2  of  the  1949  Bulleitto.  To  be  consid- 
ered eligible  In  track,  a  school  must 


participate  in  one  dual,  tiianguliar,  or 
quadrangular  meet,  and  in  the  CIAA 
Relays,  Open  Meet,  and  Closed  Cham- 
pionships. At  least  three  entranfts 
must  take  part  in  three  track  events 
and  two  entrants  in  two  field  events. 
And  so  recommendations  that  the  Re- 
lays Championsh!ip  be  revised  in  1962 
is  not  new.  It  is  simply  calling  the 
membership's  attention  to  the  fact 
that  that  is  a  part  of  the  regulation 
aheady  stipulated.  It  is  recommended 
that  two  relay  teams  and  two  fieldis 
events  be  entered  in  this  relay  cham- 
pionship by  each  member  school. 

The  events  are  as  foUows:  The  440- 
yard  relay;  the  880-yard  relay;  the 
mile;  two  miiles;  sprint  medley;  dis- 
tance medley.  The  field  events  are: 
shot  put;  high  jump;  pole  vault; 
broad  jump;  and  javelin. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the 
conference  uinidei'write  the  relays  In 
the  amount  of  $400. 

Purthr  comipetition  for  1951  is  ilie 
Winsion-Salem  Relays,  usually  sched- 
uled the  week  before  the  Penn  Relays, 
this  year  April  21;  and  the  North  Car- 
olina College  Relays,  usually  scheduled 
for  the  first  week  in  May. 

The  Committee  further  recommejids 
thait  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
study  the  numiber  of  places  and  points 
to  be  awarded  in  each  event  of  the 
championships. 

This  recommendation  grew  out  of 
.-!  statement  to  the  cnnmuttee  by  Mr. 
Smirh.  ask.HR  for  a  ciiange  in  the 
■points  to  be  awarded  for  placemg'nt, 
that  is,  instead  of  giving  the  custom- 
ary 4  points,  to  give  5  places,  the 
points  to  be  scored  5,  4,  3,  2,  1.  The 
committee  felt  that  some  time  would 
be  necessaiy  to  study  this,  Mr.  Pre- 
sident, and  recommends  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  to  study  the 
same. 

This  repoi-t  is  respectfully  submit- 
ted by  the  Track  Committee,  T.  Hait, 
I.  Mondschein,  B.  Pigott,  T.  Verdell, 
L.  Walker,  and  (E.  P.  Hurt,  Ohaarman. 

COManTTEE  ON  SOCCER

Mr.  President  and  members  of  the 
CIAA,  only  two  colleges  in  the  CIAA 
participated  in  soccer  this  past  1950 
season.  Lincoln  University  played 
Howard  University  and  several  domin- 
atly  white  colleges  in  New  Jersey  and 
Pennsylvania.  Howard  University 
played  Lincoln  University,  Seton  HaU 
University,  Queens  College  in  New 
York,  BloomtoTirg  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege, and  Wilkes  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege in  Pennsylvania. 

Hampton  Institute,  which  usually 
has  a  soocer  team,  was  unable  to  pre- 
sent a  team  this  year. 

We  recommend  that  every  .member 
of  the  CIAA  be  encouraged  to  present 
a  soccer  team  for  the  1951  season.

This  clinic  will  be  .•iuijs.tituted  ior 

the  annual  football  loiles  interpreta- 
tion meetmg  held  each  year  by  the 
CIAA. 

3.  By  vote  the  committee  dropped 
the  following  basketball  oliicials  ii"om 
the    certified   list    for  incompetency: 

Ernest  Ashe,  H.  S.  Blue,  J.  E.  Col- 
ston,, Enoch  E.  Haywaid,  R.  O.  Kar- 
negay  and  A.  H.  Peeler. 

4.  The  committee  approved  all  oif 
the  names  on  the  cm-rent  list  of  certi- 
fied officials  in  biajseballl,  boxing', 
wrestling,  swimming,  and  traok  and 
field.  The  names  of  'Ihomas  Harris 
of  Virginia  Union  and  W.  E.  Jordan 
of  J.  C.  Smith  wei-e  certified  as  boxing 
officials. 

5.  The  committee  acted  on  the  com- 
munication from  the  Affiliated  Boards 
of  Officials  as  follows.  This  oommunii- 
cation.  was  received,  from  the  Affiliated 
Boards  and  this  is  the  action  of  the 
committee : 

The  first  item  was: 

"Tliat  the  Commissioner  of  Football 
Officials  strive  to  achieve  greater  geo- 
graphic interchange  in  assigning  certi- 
fied officials  to  games." 

This  was  approved  by  our  committee. 

The  second  was: 

"That  the  Commissioner  of  Pootball 
Officials  strive  to  achieve  better  tem- 
poral ."^pacing  so  that  officials  ixssigned 
games  will  not  have  intervals  of  three 
or  more  weeks  between  games." 


This  wa.s  referred  to  tli«  'Oomrniis- 
sioner. 

The  third  item  was: 

"That  the  fee  for  ipgiilar  CHAA 
games  be  raised  to  $32.50  per  official." 

This  recomimendaticn  was  not  ap- 
proved. 

The  fourth  item  was: 

'  That  the  CIAA  adopt  the  policy  of 
having  the  CIAA  Comimissioner  of  Foot- 
ball Oifficials  assign  at  least  two  of- 
ficials in  all  interseotional  or  inter- 
conference  games  in  which  CIAA 
schools  participate." 

The  committee  took  the  following 
aoxion  on  this  recommendation,  that 
it  substituted  the  following  for  it: 

"That  in  cases  where  other  confer- 
ences require  the  presence  of  their 
officials  in  conltests  with  CIAA  teams, 
these  conferences  be  required  to  accept 
an  equal  number  of  CTAiA  officials  in 
such  games." 

Item  No.  5  was: 

"That  prior  to  foiotball  season  each 
year  the  Commissioner  of  Pootball 
Officials  send  to  the  Coach,  Athletic 
Director,  and  Busmess  Manager  of 
each  member  school  and  to  the  sec- 
retary of  each  Board  of  Officials  a 
comi>endium  of  policies  pertaining  to 
relation!3(liips  of  schools  amid  their  re- 
presentatives to  officials  and  to  the 
reasonable  expectations  of  officials. 

"The  following  specific  points  de- 
serve clarification  and  emtphasis  in 
terms  of  ex'isting  CIAA  policy: 

"a.  Pees  for  regular  Thianksgiving 
and  promotional  games.  " 

The  Committee  took  this  action  on 
that,  that  intersectaonal  games  spon- 
sored by  schools  are  not  accepted  as 
promotional  games.  Consequently,  the 
fee  for  such  games  would;  be  the  siame 
as  for  regular  games.  But  if  a  contest 
was  promoted  by  outside  sources,  then 
that  would,  be  the  definition  cf  a  pro- 
motional -^ame.  With  that  provision,  or 
rather  tho.'^e  defm'tions  that  recom- 
mendationi  was  approved. 

There  were  others: 

"b.  Method,  of  computing  travel  and 
meal  allowance. 

"c.  Dressing  facilities  apart  from 
player  and  coaches. 

"d.  Coac'-^e=  havin<?  th°  opnortunity 
of  meeting  o^'ficials  under  goal  posts 
15  minutes  prior  to  ,5fame  time." 

Those  recommendations  were  ap- 
proved. 

No.  6  was: 

"That  the  OIAA  recognize  the  wish, 
need,  or  desire  of  men,  to  attain  certi- 
fication as  officials  even  thoug'h  they 
may  not  wish  to  work  CilAA  games." 

This  resolution  was  not  approved. 
It  seems  as  though  there  were,  in  some 
localities,  officials  who  were  interested 
in  working  high  school  games  but 
could  not  work  in  the  high  school 
games  because  they  were  not  approved, 
and  the  committee  took  the  position 


"that  it  they  ' were  not  interesed  to  be- 
coming eligible  to  officiate  in  any  CIAA 
games,  the  CIAA  should  not  certify 
them. 

No.  7  was: 

"That  competence,  as  best  it  can  be 
determined,  be  the  primai-y  basis  for 
assigning  officials  to  games." 

No.  8  was: 

"T'hat  the  fee  of  the  Football  Com- 
missioner be  considerably  increased 
We  realize  that  this  is  an  unusual  in- 
quest in  that  the  CIAA  alone  pays  the 
Commissioner  but  the  Affiliated  Board 
is  av/are  of  the  tremendous  amount  of 
work  done  by  the  Comonlssioner  and 
would  be  happy,  if  you  can  find  it 
possible  to  do  so,  to  inciease  his  salary." 

This  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Recommendations. 

No.  9  was: 

"That  the  CIAlA  appoint  a  Commis- 
sioner of  Basketball  Officials  with  the 
idea  in  mind  of  establishing  zones  to 
cover  the  area  of  the  conference.  The 
Board  has  what  it  believes  to  be  a 
workaible  plan  and  would  be  happy  to 
go  into  details  about  it." 

This  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Recommendations. 

6.  The  committtee  recommended 
that  a  letter  from  the  Capital  Board 
of  Officials  concerning  certification  of 
its  officials  be  referred  to  the  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer outline  the  proper 
procedure  to  this  Board. 

7.  The  committee  appointed  a  sec- 
tional committee  to  investigate  the  al- 
leged charges  that  certain  competent 
young  officials  are  not  being  permitted 
to  affiliate  themselves  wih  local  boai-ds. 
This  committee  was  directed  to  report 
its  findings  at  next  year's  meeting, 
that  is,  to  the  Committee  on  Certifica- 
tion of  Officials. 

8.  The  committee  recognized  its 
responsibility  of  recommending  persons 
to  seiwe  as  the  Commdssioner  of  Foot- 
ball Officials  and  the  Assistant  Com- 
missioner of  Football  Officials,  as 
stated  in  the  constitution.  In  view 
of  this,  the  committee  selected  the  fol- 
lowing: As  Commissioner,  Mr.  Ben- 
jamin Washington;  as  Assistant  Com- 
missioner. Dr.  W.  N.  Rivers.

2.  Tliat  without  any  reflection  otoi 
any  memto'er  of  any  cominittee,  all 
financial  operations  of  the  iBasketball 
Tournament  and  National  Classic 
Oommittee  or  any  other  promotional 
committee  be  placed  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  office  of  the  Secretary- 
Treasoirer;  that  aU  income  and  expend- 
itures be  cleared  through  his  office. 
The  committee  further  recommends 
that  the  Secretary-Treas-urer  be  au- 
thorized and  emip'Owered  by  the  .\s- 
sociation  to  set  up  proper  operating 
machinery   for  s^aid  recommemd'ation. 

3.  The  committee  reoomimemds  that 
the  proiposed  budget  as  set  forth  by  the 
SecretaiT-Treasurer's  office  for  1950- 
1951  be  adopted. 

COMMITTEE  ON  AFFILIATED 
BOARDS    OF  OFFICIALS 

Mr.  R.  D.  Armstrong 

OVLr.  President,  men  of  the  Associa- 
tion: I  bring  you  greeting  from  the  Af- 
filiated Boards  of  Officials.  We  had 
a  very  pleasant  and  beneficial  meeting 
last  Sunday  in  Lynchburg,  Virginia, 
one  which  all  of  us  thought  was  cer- 
tainly a  big  improvement  over  che 
type  of  meetinig  that  we  had  years 
ago. 

During  the  coui'se  of  the  year  our 
Board  has  been  very  active,  and  all 
of  the  member  boards.  During  the 
football  season  in  particular,  our  boys 
have  conducted  regular  interpretaition 
meetings,  and  from  time  to  time  inany 
members  from  the  various  Ijoards  have 
attended  various  clinos. 

We  feel  that  w^e  are  on  the  U'p-gra.-le 
and  our  concern  is  the  same  coooern. 
and  that  is  for  the  beitterment  of  ath- 
letics and  the  conference.  It  has  been 
our  objective  during  the  years  that 
we  have  been  organized  to  give  the 
very  best  of  service  that  we  possibly 
could,  and  tiiat  can  be  done  only 
with  the  study  and  effort  of  the  men 
who  are  partioipatimg  in  our  Board. 

At  the  meeting  last  week  I  was  m- 
structed.  to  bring  to  you  several  :'-ecom- 
mendations.  A  copy  of  these  reco;-n- 
mendations  was  transmitted  to  the 
Secretary-Treasurer,  and  this  time, 
Ml".  President  if  it  is  youi-  desire,  7. 
would  like  to  read  them,  or  should  we 
pass  them  on  to  the  pix>per  committee? 

These  recommendations  are: 

To  the  Members  of  the  Oenlml 
Intercoiitegi'ate  Athletic  Aissociaition : 
The  Affiliated  Board  of  Athleuc  Of- 
ficials in  its  annual  meeting  held  at 
Liynchburg,  Virginia  December  3. 
1950,  wishes  to  sutomit  the  following 
recommiendations  to  the  CLAA: 

1.  That  the  Oommissloner  of  Foot- 


ball Officials  strive  to  achieve  gi-eater 
gieograpihic  intterdhange  in  assigning 
certified  officials  to  games. 

2.  That  the  Commisisioner  of  Poot- 
iball  Oifficiails  strive  to  achieve  better 
temporal  spacing  so  that  offdoials  as- 
signed games  will  not  have  intervals 
of  three  or  more  weeks  between  games. 

2.  That  the  fee  foi-  regular  CMA 
games  be  raised  to  $32.50  per  official. 

4.  That  the  CIAA  aalopt  the  policy  of 
having  the  CIAlA  Commissioner  of 
Football  officials  assign  at  least  two 
officials  in  all  interseotional  or  inter- 
conference  games  in  which  CIAA 
schools  participate. 

5.  That  prior  to  the  football  season 
each  year  the  Oommissioner  of  Foot- 
ball Officials  send  to  the  Coach,  Ath- 
letic Director,  and  Business  Manager 
of  each  memtoer  school  and  to  the  sec- 
retary of  each  Board  of  officials  a 
compendium  of  policies  peiitaining  to 
relationships  of  schools  and  their  re- 
presentatives to  officials  and  to  the 
reasonable  expectations  of  officials. 

The  following  specific  points  de- 
serve clarification  and  emphasis  in 
terms  of  existing  CIAA  policy. 

a.  Fees  for  regular  Thanksgiving 
and  promotionial  games. 

b.  Method  of  composing  travel  and 
meal  allowance. 

c.  Dressing  facilities  apart  from 
players  and  coaches. 

d.  Coaches  having  the  opportunity 
of  meeting  officials  under  the  goal 
posts  15  minutes  pi'ior  to  game  time. 

6.  That  the  CIAA  recognize  the  wish, 
need,  or  desire  of  men  to  attain  certi- 
fication as  officials  even  though  they 
may  not  wish  to  work  CIAA  games. 

7.  That  competence,  as  best  it  can 
be  determined,  ibe  the  primary  basis 
for  assigning  officials  to  games. 

8.  That  the  fee  of  the  Football  Com- 
missioner  be  considerably  increased. 
We  realize  that  this  is  an  unusual  re- 
quest in  that  the  CIAA  alone  pays  the 
Commissioner  but  the  Affiliated  Board 
is  awai'e  of  the  tremenidous  amount 
of  work  done  by  the  Commissioner  and 
would  be  happy  if  you  can  find  it  pos- 
sible to  do  so,  to  increase  his  salary. 

9.  That  the  OlAA  appoint  a  'Com- 
massioner  of  Basketball  Officials  with 
the  idea  in  mind  of  establishing  mnes 
to  covei'  the  area  of  the  conference. 
The  Board  has  what  it  believes  'to  be 
a  workable  plan  and  would  be  happy 
to  go  into  details  about  it.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION 
OF  FOOTBALL  OFFICIALS 
Mr.  Benjamin  Washington, 
Commissioner 

To  the  President,  Officers,  anidi  Mem- 
bers, Central  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Association. 

Greetings: 

I  wish  to  submit  herewith  a  resume 
of  the  conduct  of  the  office  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Football  Officials  for  1950. 

On  September  16,  1950  our  annual 
football  rules  interpretation  meeting 
was  held  at  Virginia  State  College, 
Petersburg,  Virginia,  With  all  schools 
and  colleges  in  the  conference  and  all 
boards  of  officials  represented,  except 
one  school. 

Mr.  OreU  Mitchell,  Washington,  D. 
C,  Mr.  Gus  Tebell,  Charlottesville,  Vir- 
ginia, and  Mr.  F.  G.  Heath,  Raleigh, 
North  Carolina  were  the  interpreters 
of  changes  in  1950  football  rules  and 
demonstrators  of  mechanics  in  officiat- 
ing, with  a  group  of  boys  in  white 
representing  two  boards  of  .x>f f icials. 

The  general  tenor  of  the'  meeting  was 
not  up  to  the  standard  heretofore  main- 
tained. Nevertheless,  the  many  changes 
in  the  rules  inooi-porated  for  1950  were 
claiTfied  on  the  field  as  well  as  in  the 
laboratory. 

Radical  changes  brought  much  con- 
fusion to  the  coaches  and  officials. 
Hence,  the  National  Collegiate  Associa- 
tion Rules  Oommittee  issued  dm'ing  the 
season  a  number  of  bulletins  in  an  ef- 
fort to  keep  the  arbiters  on  the  field 
definitely  current  with  the  very  latest 
interpretations. 

Ctopies  of  all  of  these  bulletins  i'e- 
leased  were  sent  to  my  office  from  the 
press,  and  these  were,  in  turn,  mime- 
ographed and  sent  to  every  coach  and 
to  every  boaixl  of  officials  so  that  all 
concerned  would  also  be  alert  to  the 
latest  interpretations.  This  extra  work 
caused  my  office  to  slightly  exceed  the 
budget  allowance  for  operating  ex- 
penses. 

Attendance  at  Local  Board  Meeting 

Among  the  boards  of  officials  more 
than  100  weekly  meetings  were  held 
diuring  the  season,  where  rtiles  study, 
tests  mechanics  of  officiating,  moving 
pictures  on  officiating,  and  weekly  rre- 
view  of  the  preceding  week's  outstand- 
ing rules  interpretations  throughout  the 
country  were  the  order  of  the  day.  Sev- 
eral members  were  opposed  from  their 
boards  for  not  maintaining  professional 
standards  in  their  field  work  and  for 
other  substantial  reasons. 

Southern  Conference  —  Race  Rela- 
tions. 

An  invitation  to  your-  Cbmmissioner 
to  attend  the  conference  of  the  South- 
ern Football  Officials  Association  in 
Raleigh,  Nort-h  Carolina  during  the 
sumiffler,  v\dth  Wallace  Wadie  of  the 
Football   Rules   Committee  presiding, 
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was  accepted,  and  hds  presence  there 
where  oordlal  and  piX)fessional  relations 
were  oemented  was  the  first  time  in 
our  experience  that  this  very  fane  ges- 
tuxe  had  been  made.  Its  results  were 
tar-reaohing  m  more  ways  cnan  one. 
Integration  of  Officials 

The  integration  of  officials  from  dif- 
ferent boards  and  from  different  g'eo- 
graphical  areas  on  a  broader  scale  this 
year  thian  'diuring  the  previous  year  has 
proi'uoed  emmerJtly  satisfactory  results 
in  a  comm'on  understanding  of  iTjJes 
interpretation  and  of  the  Mechanics  of 
Officiating  as  edited  includes  areas 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and 
from  Maine  to  (Louisiana,  and  with 
which  your  Commissioner  is  definitely 
identified. 

Interconference  Reciprocity 

Through  hearty  coofperation  of  many 
of  our  coaches  wiho  play  interconifereoiice 
games,  we  have  this  year  three  com- 
missioners from  as  many  conferences 
making  assignments  of  officials  for  in- 
tersectional  and  interconference  games. 

In  the  classics  and  interconference 
games  more  than  25  of  our  boys  in 
white  from  every  board  on  our  list  of 
approved  football  officials  were  given 
assignments  and  tlie  results  are  ex- 
ceeding-ly  satisfactory  to  all  parties 
concerned,  with  one  exception 

Already  requests  for  this  intercon- 
ference reciprocity  have  been  registered 
with  the  commissioners  of  each  con- 
ference, to  be  operative  in  1951. 
commissioner  s  Vislks 

'lUUXiUiig  tiie  loutoaii  seaaon  x  nave 
maue  many  visits  uo  see  my  boys  ai 
wmte  on  tne  gnairoii  in  muepemaenc 
games,  scnoiasuxc  games,  coiieg'iai/e 
games,  ana  initer-seocionai  giames.  i 
see  sceadiiy  improvirijg  coordinacion 
among  tnem,  quicicer  response  oo  cer- 
tain situations,  prompt  callimg  of 
niles  violations,  better  display  of  sig- 
nals, and  as  a  whole  better  leamwork 
on  mecnanics,  but  by  no  means  am  I 
satisfied  for  there  is  much  room  iov 
improvement  in  all  phases  of  field 
work. 

Method  of  Handlinig  Coaches'  Com- 
plaints. 

I  hope  every  coach  will  follow  'Jhis 
method.  When  the  Commissioner  re- 
ceived complaints  from  coaches  aibout 
officials  —  now  this  means  receiving 
complaints  immediately  after  any  cri- 
ticism is  leveled  at  the  officials,  not 
today  in  Washington.  I  will  repeat 
that: 

When  the  Commissioner  receives 
complaints  from  coaches  about  offi- 
cials making  what  they  consider  wrong 
interpretations  of  the  lodes,  I  im- 
mediately send  such  complaint  to  the 
named  official  and  request  his  ver- 
sion of  the  incident.  Invariably  there  !s 
a  different  situation  from  that  which 
the  coach  presents.  Sometimes  viola- 


tions are  apparent  to  the  official  oh 
tne  spot  which  are  not  understood  by 
the  men  on  tne  bencn.  By  this  method 
ine  ofaciai  knows  tnat  he  must  renaer 
lo  tne  Conxmdssioner  an  exact  de- 
scription of  any  play,  and  ne  conse- 
quently prepares  himself  for  better  and 
better  understanding  of  the  rules.  Thiis 
method  has  produced  better  resuits. 

Rating  Criteria  Changed. 

IVo  longer  are  we  evaluating  'i^he  of- 
ficial on  our  Mkes  or  dislikes  of  his  per- 
sonality or  on  his  residenice  or  on  his 
board  affiliation.  Certain  definite 
criteria  are  now  the  basis  of  such 
evaluation,  but  these  have  not  been 
registered  on  the  mands  of  all  coaches 
at  the  beginning  of  tiie  1951  aeason, 
as  edited  by  the  National  Association 
of  Football  Commissioners  with  which 
1  am  actively  ideinitified. 

Those  criteria  are: 

1.  Ability  to  handle  players  in  a 
firm,  friendly  fashion. 

2.  Knowledge  and  understanding  of 
the  latest  as  well  as  the  standing  niles. 

3.  Knowledge  and  adherence  to  ap- 
proved mechanics. 

in  this  latter  category  there  is  as 
much  need  for  study  on  the  part  of 
football  coaches  as  there  is  need  for 
continual  study  of  the  playing  rules. 

I  wish  now  to  place  in  youi-  hands 
the  efficiency  ratings  that  you  have 
sent  in  with  this  brief  comment.  Again 
coaches  are  not  sending  to  my  office 
promptly  their  rating  cards  of  the  men 
who  work  on  the  gridiron.  At  this 
very  moment,  10  minutes  past  4:00, 
December  8,  1950,  there  are  already 
overdue  report  cards  from  seven  coach- 
es reipresenting  18  ratings  cards.  This 
represents  72  ratings  for  the  boys  in; 
white  whose  work  was  completed  days 
aiiL-j  days  ago.  Any  criticism  coming  in 
now  is  of  no  value.  I  can't  co'ireot  it 
now. 

Look  at  our  rating  sheets.  What  an 
interesting  study  of  this  phase  of  the 
Oommiseioner's  work  that  is.  And  then 
visualize  the  clerical  and  statistical 
ooimputatioin  required  to  bring  ithls 
data  up  to  the  minute.  Something  in 
excess  of  400  ratings  have  been  care- 
fully listed  and  minutely  studied. 

But  listen  a  while,  while  1  read  to 
you  some  of  these  reports.  I  will  put 
them  in  your  hand  for  study.  In  ad- 
dition, I  have  the  rating  cars  of  every 
coach  who  sent  them  to  me,  with  your 
rating  of  the  official  and  next  to  it 
your  opponent's  rating  of  that  same 
official.  They  are  parallel  studies. 
Much,  much  work  is  involved  here. 

May  I  now  place  these  in  your  hands 
and  we  will  study  these  together  for 
a  short  while. 

(Documents  were  distributed  to  the 
assemblage.) 

Now,  at  the  top  you  will  notice,  "A 
study  in  Coaches  Ratings  of  Football 
Officials;  Season  -  1950."  In  the  first 


column  is  the  ruame  of  the  school;  in 
ure  second  column,  the  number  of  re- 
ports that  were  senit  in,  and  that, 
multiplied  by  four  orficials  lor  each 
game,  will  give  you  the  number  of 
l  atinigs  that  were  sent  in  by  each  coach 
all  the  way  down  that  line. 

Now,  Irom  top  to  bottom  in  the  fnst 
column  you  can  see  what  coaches  sent 
in  ratings.  You  can  see  you  all  did  not. 

The  next  column  is  marked  "Ex- 
cellent, %."  Morgan  College  sent  in 
28  ratings,  84  per  cent  of  which  were 
"Excellent '  ratings  for  the  officials. 
Morgan  College  said,  "Of  all  the  of- 
ficials who  came  to  officiate  at  the 
games,  16  per  cent  were  very  good." 
And  at  the  end  of  that  line,  according 
to  Morgan's  rating  of  the  officials  who 
worked  in  your  games  also,  Morgan 
rates  them  97  per  cent  in  1950.  In 
1949  Morgan  says,  "The  men  -the  Com- 
missioner sent  to  work  in  the  games 
were  rated  90  per  cent."  In  1948  Mov- 
gan  says,  "The  officials  sent  for  these 
games  were  90  per  cent  efficient,  and 
98  per  cent  in  1947." 

jNow,  that  same  study  can  go  to 
every  school  on  this  iisio,  and  we  have 
aii-eacy  seen  the  ratings  for  1900, 
i9'±9,  ld48,  and  1947. 

Cro  back  to  the  "Excellent"  column. 
It  you  will  go  down  that  column  you 
v^iii  find  that  ten  coaches  evaluated  at 
least  some  of  their  officials  as  excellent 
performances  on  the  field,  and  you  will 
notice  also  that  some  of  those  compet- 
ing coaches  said,  "Nay,  nay,  not  so,  not 
one  of  these  coaches  in  my  estimation 
was  excellent." 

In  the  "Very  Good"  column,  prac- 
tically every  coach  said,  "Yes,  some 
of  these  officials  are  very  good."  St. 
Paul's  didn't  think  so.  See  down  there 
at  the  bottom.  St.  Pauls's  said,  "Evei-y- 
body  you  sent  to  me  was  a  good  of- 
ficial." Do  I  clarify  the  study?  St. 
Paul's  says  nobody  was  fair;  nobody 
was  poor. 

Now,  in  the  "Pair"  column,  a  num- 
ber of  schools  said  not  one  official  was 
fair  in  his  field  performance.  Sevea-al 
schools  said,  "Yes  some  were  fan-  in 
my  evaluation." 

Now  look  at  the  column  marked 
"Poor '.  Five  coaches  said,  "I  consider 
this  number  poor."  May  I  take  Hamp- 
ton. Hampton  says,  "Three  per  cent  of 
the  official.<;  sent  to  me  gave  a  poor  per- 
formance." That  3  per  cent  is  one  offi- 
cial in  one  aame.  So  that  with  Hampton, 
for  eight  games,  32  ratings,  there  was 
only  one  person  the  coach  at  Hampton 
cooisiidered  poor.  And  Hampton  sent 
to  me  an  account  of  what  they  con- 
sidered poor  officiating.  1  in  tin-n  cor- 
responded with  that  particular  indi- 
vidual. The  three  of  us  have  a  better 
understanding-. 

Going  down  the  "Poor"  column,  you 
will  notice  one  school  says,  "Twenty- 
one  per  cent  of  the  officials  who  work- 
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ed  in  my  gfames  were  rated  poor." 
Winston-Salem  says,  "Seven  per  cent 
were  poor."  I  am  not  picking  a  par- 
ticular scliool;  I  am  just  making  a 
study. 

Dowia  to  Bluefield,.  Where  is  Taylor? 
Is  Same  here?  Sam  sent  in  one  report, 
four  ratings.  He  marked  two  men 
"Very  gooa"  and  two  men  "poor '— 
or  "Fair" — I  beg  youi*  pardon.  There- 
fore, Sam,  says,  "I  only  sent  in  four 
ratings.  Two  boys  were  very  good;  fahe 
other  two  were  fair." 

Down  at  the  bottom  we  have  an  un- 
fortunate situation.  The  ooach  has  not 
up  to  Decem'ber  8th,  sent  me  one  soli- 
tary rating  about  any  official  who 
worked  in  any  game.  I  wonder  if  I  have 
made  myself  clear,  that  your  prompt 
reports  help  you,  help  me,  and  help 
the  official. 

Pirually  at  the  bottom  we  have  the 
study  ratings  for  (five  years,  from 
1946  to  1950,  and  you  have  the  relative 
stajidinigs  of  how  many  of  the  m:en  were 
rated  "Excellent",  "Very  Good",  "Good", 
'Pair",  and  "Poor".  These  ratings  mean 
much  to  me  and  the  boys.  I  sent  your 
ratings  right  straight  back  to  the  boys 
at  the  end  of  the  season.  Now,  if  you 
call  on  me  privately  today,  1  will  teU 
you  your  report  on  any  game  oficial. 

May  I  thank  you  very,  very  much 
for  your  hearty  cooperation  in  that 
respect. 

My  final  word  is: 

Your  commissioner  has  observed  dur- 
ing the  last  few  years: 

The  gradual  addition  to  the  list  of 
boys  in  white  of  young,  ambitious  men 
who  are  devoting  hoiu's  and  hours  of 
study  of  the  techniques  of  football  of- 
ficiating; 

The  ever-increasing  interest  mani- 
fested by  the  several  local  boards  in 
the  personal  being  added  to  their  mem- 
bership; 

The  more  rigid  the  requirements  by 
local  boards  for  conitinuance  of  mem- 
bership in  the  same; 

The  increasinig  number  of  tesits  In 
football  season  given  by  each  local 
Board.  *' 

COMPILER  OF  ATHLETIC  RECORDS 
Mr.  J.  B.  McLendon,  Jr. 

Mr.  Pi-esident,  all  but  two  schools 
sent  in  their  statistics  in  basketball  and 
you  have  the  seasonal  records  and  the 
all-time  records  in  basketball  based  on 
compilation  of  the  statistics  involving 
14  member  schools. 

This  year  we  were  for  the  fii-st  time 
able  to  prepare  a  little  advance  copy 
of  the  statistics  of  football.  There  are 
a  couple  of  errors  and  I  would  like  you 
to  make  a  correction,  if  you  please,  be- 
cause you  may  want  to  have  this  pub- 
lished by  your  local  papers  or  some- 
thing. 

Morgan  State  College,  in  the  second 


bracket  on  the  team  statistics  in  foot- 
ball Morgan  State  College  won  5,  lost  0, 
tied  2,  and  they  are  tied  for  second 
place  with  North  Carolina  College.  It 
is  unofficial  as  yet,  but  they  aire  tied  for 
second  place. 

Scoring  the  most  touchdowns,  Blue- 
fi3j5i  State,  34  in  conference  only.  They 
had  50,  but  in  conference  only  34. 
Change  that  "50"  to  "34." 

Morgan  State  College  tied  2,  and 
where  it  says  "third  place"  put  "sec- 
ond place." 

Now,  there  has  never  been  a  definite 
deadline  set  for  statistics  in  football. 
1  don't  think  there  has  been.  If  there 
has  been,  I  am  sure  that  the  coaches 
who  failed  to  send  in  their  statistics 
are  not  aware  of  it.  Therefore  I 
wouldn't  ask  for  them  to  be  penalized. 
However,  I  would  like  tlhom  to  get 
these  statistics  to  me  befoi-e  the  end  of 
the  meeting.  Ttoen  we  can  give  to  you 
a  complete  record  of  all  teams  and  in- 
dividual statistics  for  the  year. 

Now,  there  is  a  great  possibility  of 
many,  many  more  statistics.  This  is 
just  all  that  could  be  done  with  the 
sheets  that  came  in  up  to  Wednesday 
morning,  so  I  hastily  compiled  this  to 
give  you  an  idea  of  what  we  are  trying 
to  do  as  a  matter  of  team  statistics. 
Some  of  tJiese  records  would  automati- 
cally be  changed  on  the  basis  of  the 
teams  who  sent  in  their  records  late. 
Next  year  we  hope  that  with  a  definite 
deadline  in  mind — I  suggest  that  De- 
cember 2  or  the  week  aftor  Thanks- 
giving be  the  deadline — ^we  can  present 
total  statistics  on  each  team  and  a 
summai-y  of  statistics  on  the  entire 
conference.

At  the  March  5  meeting  an  error  of 
the  committee  on  team  ratings  was 
made.  Correction  on  March  6  was 
necessary.  At  this  point  I  want  to 
make  an  explanation  there,  as  clearly 
as  I  possibly  can. 

During  the  hectic  meeting  of  March 
5  when  we  were  compiling  oui*  data, 
in  the  compilation  of  the  season  rat- 


ings two  teams  were  rated  in  the  first 
nine,  namely,  A.  and  T.  College  and 
Howard  University.  The;  error  occured 
in  Section  A,  Article  4  of  the  Dickin- 
son raang  system,  where  the  commit- 
tee as  a  whole  eired  in  assigndnig  15 
points  for  a  second  'division  team  loss 
to  a  first  team.  There  was  an  error  and 
we  did  not  recognize  that  error  until 
I  had  gotten  back  to  Baltimore  Sunday 
night,  and  in  just  reviewing  the  situation 
I  found  we  had  sent  telegrams  to 
Howard  and  to  A.  and  T.,  informing 
them  that  they  had  won  a  tournament 
verdict. 

I  immediately  got  on  the  telephone 
in  the  morning  and  called  Coach  Jack- 
son at  Howard  and  called  Coach  Har- 
ris at  A.  and  T.,  Monday  about  7:30. 
Ox  course,  Mr.  Jackson  at  Howard 
readily  recognized  that  he  couldn't  see 
how  his  team  had  been  selected,  and 
quoting  the  statutes  oi  the  Dickinson 
Rating  System  he  immediately  saw 
the  mistake  that  we  had  made.  The 
A.  and  T.  Coach  called  back,  and  after 
a  little  controversey,  why  he  seemed  to 
be  all  right  on  the  matter. 

Then,  about  5:30  on  Monday,  March 
6,  I  'had  a  telephone  call  from  A.  and  T. 
with  a  three-way  hookup  with  Mi'.  Bell, 
Mr.  Webster,  and  the  Coach  Harris 
pommeling  the  chairman  on  the  error 
that  we  had  made.  I  informed  them  as 
best  I  could  that  we  had  erred,  we 
recognized  our  error,  and  that  we  had 
done  all  tlhat  we  possibly  could  do  to 
correct  that  error  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible. I  have  a  copy  of  a  letter  that  I 
sent  to  Mr.  Webster  on  that  matter. 

But  we  did  clear  the  situation  up, 
recognizing  om-  eiror,  and  it  was  really 
an  error  of  anxiety  on  our  part  and 
we  had  so  much  to  do  that  day  that 
that  little  slip-up  came,  and  the  chair- 
man wishes  now  to  take  the  blame  for 
that,  and  say  that  we  tried  to  make  ihe 
corrections  as  necessary.

3.  Payment  of  outstanding  bills 
On  the  .<;piPction  of  the  1950  offi- 
cials, thar  was  done  on  March  5  by  a 
process  of  ••^ptting  up  a  dummy  sched- 
ule, numbering  the  games  1,  2,  3,  4,  5, 
6,  7,  8.  Now.  it  is  important  that  you 
recognize  that  these  games  are  num- 
bered before  the  ratings  of  the  teams 
are  made,  so  that  when  we  drew  from 
the  hat  the  names  of  TiX)upe  and  Hall 
they  were  placed  on  Game  1*  No.  2 
Williams  and  Murdock;  No.  3,  Troupe 
and  Muriock;  No.  4,  Hall  and  Wil- 
liams; No.  5,  Troupe  and  Williams; 
No.  6,  Hall  and  Murdock;  No.  7,  Mur- 
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dock  and  Williams;  ajid  No.  8.  Troupe 
and  Hall. 

This  was  placed  on  a  blank  schedule 
so  that  the  names  appeared  against  the 
numbers  with  no  teams  listed.  You 
can  see  the  reason  for  that,  I  guess. 

Now,  we  made  certain  reservations 
on  that  day  so  tlhat  we  would  have 
everything  carefully  cleared,  and  we 
had  reservatians  at  Carver  Hall  for 
Virginia  Union,  12  men;  Virginia 
State,  12  men;  Tournament  Committee, 
Jefferson,  Hill  and  Spaulding;  and  the 
officials  Murdock,  Williams,  Hall, 
and  J.  T.  Williams  who  was  to  present 
the  trophy. 

At  Barksiale's  Hotel  we  assigned 
West  Virginia  State  and  Delaware 
State,  and  at  the  Dunbar  Hotel,  Shaw 
University,  Johnson  C.  Smith,  Lincoln 
University,  and  St.  Paul's  and  they  were 
sent  letters  to  that  effect. 

North  Carolina  State  stayed  at  the 
Howard  Temporary  Gym. 

The  dressing  rooms  were  assigned  as 
follows:  No.  1,  North  Carolina  State 
College  and  Virginia  State  College; 
No.  2.  Virginia  Union  University,  and 
Shaw  University,  No.  3,  Lincoln  Uni- 
versity and  West  Vu-ginia  State;  and 
No.  16,  Johnson  C.  Smith. 

In  the  drawing  and-  placement  of 
teams.  West  Virginia  was  placed  on  the 
first  line  of  the  upper  bracket;  North 
Carolina  College  was  placed  on  the 
first  line  of  the  lower  bracket;  Vir- 
g-'nia  University  was  placed  on  the 
fourth  line  of  the  lower  bracket. 
Lincoln  University  was  placed  on  the 
fciurth  line  of  the  upper  bracket 

The  names  of  the  other  four  teams, 
Virginia  State  College,  Shaw  Univers- 
ity, Joihnson  C.  Smith  University,  and 
Delaware,  were  dropped  into  the  hat 
and  in  the  order  they  were  withdrawn 
from  the  hat  by  Mr.  Arthur  Carter  of 
the  Afro-American  were  placed  as  op- 
ponents of  teams  1,  2,  3,  and  4. 

The  first  withdrawn  was  Johnson 
C.  Smith  Uniiversity,  which  was  placed 
on  the  second  line  of  the  upper  bracket, 
the  second  withdrawn  was  Shaw  Uni- 
versity, which  was  plaoed  on  the  se- 
cond line  of  the  lower  bracket;  the 
third  withdrawn  was  Virginia  State 
College,  which  was  plaoed  on  the  third 
line  of  the  lower  bracket;  and  fourth 
withdrawn  was  Delaware  State  Col- 
lege, which  was  placed  on  the  third 
line  of  the  upper  bracket.

on  1,762  tickets.  For  the  season  books 
the  total  was  $152.00  tax  making  a 
total  of  $1,597.15  in  tax.  It  might 
be  interesting  to  note  that  the  170 
comiplimentaries  given  out  cost  the 
tournament  $66.64  in  tax.  The  number 
of  tickets  on  which  tax  was  paid  was 
4,450. 

Tlie  details  on  the  souvenu-  program 
sales  are:  We  had  1.500  souvenir  pro- 
grams printed;  337  were  sold  Thurs- 
day afternoon.  Our  share,  75  per  cent, 
was  $63.18.  Friday  night  we  sold  359 
programs.  Our  sihare  was  $67.31.  On 
Saturday  Afternoon  we  sold  346  pro- 
grams and  our  share  was  $64.88.  The 
total  received  from  the  sale  of  pro- 
grams was  $195.37.  Tliere  were  1,042 
sold.  448  unsold. 

The  summary  of  the  financial  re- 
ports foi-  the  five  years  is  as  follows: 

The  first  time  we  had  the  tourna- 
ment, in  '46,  we  grossed  $5,534.45; 
in  1947  we  grossed  $7,247.94  We  grossed 
$8,094.71;  in  1949  we  grossed  $12,937.59; 
and  in  1950  we  grossed  $10,30€.50. 

Our  gross  payments  in  1946  were 
$4,600.69:  in  1947,  $5,181.31;  in  1948, 
$6,293.95;  in  1949.  $11,334.01;  and  in 
1950,  $10,159.12. 

The  conference  has  handled  gross 
receipts  for  the  five  years  of  $44,171.19. 
Total  payments  have  been  $37,569.08. 
The  CIAA  share  has  been  $6,734.51. 

As  chairman  of  the  committee  I 
want  to  publicly  thank  for  their  co- 
operation Dr.  Rivers,  Mr.  McLcudon, 
Mr.  Jefferson,  and  a  veiy  efficient 
gentleman'  who  was  sales  director,  Mr. 
R.  A.  Cunningham. 

Now,  to  continue  giving  you  the 
breakdown  on  the  expenses,  I  was 
down  to  Internal  Revenue  w^hen  I 
broke  off  to  give  you  the  breakdown 
on  that:

Mr.  Chaii-man,  I  won't  go  into  quite 
as  much  detail  as  Mi-.  Hill,  but  you 
will  j-ecall  that  after  it  was  voted  Hast 
year  to  have  the  National  Classics  and 
select  the  two  competitors,  we  had  the 
ask  of  getting  the  two  competitors  to 
agree  to  play  because  of  an  estrange- 
ment they  had  had  for  about  three 
years,  and  I  want  to  say  that  the  pre- 
sidents of  the  two  colleges  gave  us 
one  hundred  per  cent  oooperation 
in  developing  the  program,  and  the 
cooperation  was  woniderful  throughout. 

We  also  wrote  to  every  president  of 
the  CIAA  and  asked  for  their  ooopera- 
tion in  participating  in  the  parade  and 
aiding  the  movement  in  every  v/ay 
possible,  and  we  had  letters  froan  every 
president,  and  I  am  glad  for  the  co- 
operation and  I  feel  we  got  that  co- 
operation. 

The  general  attitude  of  the  public 
seems  to  have  been  vei*y  favorable, 
feeling  that  this  movement  on  the  part 
of  the  CIAA  was  in  the  right  direction.

Mrs.  Rutherford  of  West  Virginia,  Dr. 
Moore  of  Vrrginia  State  College,  Mr. 
Burr  of  Howard,  Mr.  Hill  of  Morgan, 
and  myself  as  chiairman,  and  we  liad 
the  cooperation  of  Dr.  Rivers  who 
worked  witih  tire  oommittee  through- 
out. 

We  wei"e  very  much  pleased  at  the 
success  of  the  endeavor.  It  was  agreed 
in  the  beginning  that  50  per  cent  of 
the  proceeds  would  go  to  the  competing 
teams,  25  per  cent  to  the  non-compet- 
ing teams,  and  25  per  cent  to  the  ClAA 
treasury. 

There  were  23,375  paid  admissions. 
The  total  receipts  were  $47,010.00  for 
the  game.  Tbe  committee  had  as  a 
budget  $15,000,  and  the  total  were 
$13,953.84.  I  can  give  you  some  idea  of 
what  bhe  expenses  consisted  of: 

Advertising  in  the  newspapers  was 
$995.05;  tickets,  $445.24;  posters,  $398.32 
brochures,  $186.95;  signs,  $1,415.08 
We  had  a  track,  as  many  of  you 
noticed,  that  went  around  from  place 
to  place  carrying  signs.  We  paid  rental 
for  that  of  $555.22.  The  track  drivers 
received  $145.00. 

Printing  cost  $490.72;  broadcasting, 
$270.00;  half-time  expenses,  $662.60: 
officials  for  the  game,  $195.52;  giaards. 
$75.00.  We  found  it  necessary  at  the 
park  to  have  guards  at  each  of  the 
entrances  to  protect  the  interests  of 
the  C.  I.  A.  A. 

The  travel  of  the  committee  cost 
$326.43.  Tihe  committee  had  four  meet- 
ings during  the  summer  and  the  early 
fall  preceding  the  game,  to  woi'k  out 
and  to  perfect  arrangements. 

The  parade  marshall  cx>st  $116.07; 
promotion  expenses,  $2,100.00;  ticket 
sellers,  $731.63;  photos,  $120.00. 
,  Notes  paid  on  National  Classic 
stock — of  course,  this  is  not  pai't  of 
the  expense  of  the  game,  but  we  agreed 
when  we  took  ovei-  tihe  National  Classic 
that  those  men  wbo  willingly  donated 
their  stock,  that  is,  gave  us  their 
stock,  turned  it  over  to  us,  that  we 
woulj  pay  the  balance  on  it,  and  for 
Mr.  Tyson  it  was  $70.78  and  for  Mr. 
IHenderson,  $56.62. 

Team  expenses  for  West  Virginia 
State  College  were  $2,744.35;  for  Mor- 
gan, $494.62;  for  the  West  Virginia 
State  College  Band,  $1,153.47;  and  for 
^Lhe  Morgan  State  College  Band,  $285.17, 
making  a  total  of  $4,677.61. 

That  maie  the  total  expenses  $13,- 
953.84. 

It  was  necessary  in  the  promotion 
of  the  game  to  borrow  money  from 
the  Industrial  Bank  and  the  Security 
and  Commercial  Bank,  from  one  $3,- 
000  and  the  other  $2,000.  We  have 
paid  those  notes  and  intearest  to  the 
amount  of  $5,141.69. 

The  tcital  expenseisi  then  of  tine 
game  were  $13,953.84.  We  paid  to  the 
two  competing  colleges  $10,000,  $5,000 


each;  for  park  rental,  $5,898.37;  for 
park  operating  expenses,  $1,920.70;  for 
government  tax.  $7,816.55,  making  total 
expenses  of  $39,589.46. 

It  was  decided  in  'the  committee  that 
we  would  try  to  operate  a  dance  in 
connection  with  the  National  Classic, 
aindi  we  went  to  New  York  and  secured 
Illinois  Jacquet  and  EiToll  Garner  as 
performers  for  this  particular  night. 
The  danoe,  we  felt,  was  a  vevy  great 
success.  The  tickets  sold  at  the  door 
the  night  after  the  National  Classic 
game  amounted  to  $5,370.75.  The  ad- 
vance sales  at  the  Super  Miusic  Store 
were  in  the  amount  of  $673.50,  making 
a  total  income  from  the  dance  of  $6,- 
044.25.

The  next  report  is  on  the  National 
Classic  Offical  Program.

There 
was  the  understanding  that  the  CIAA 
would  make  10  per  cent  of  the  sales, 
which  is  $457.30.  The  net  paid  on  the 
ads  to  date  is  $778.70,  and  the  balance 
due  on  ads  is  $153.00,  making  a  total 
of  $1,389.00. 

The  expenses  on  the  program  were 
$615.00  for  pirinting.  We  paid  Mr. 
W'arren  $500  to  manage  the  thing  for 
us.  That  made  a  total  of  $1,115.00 
expenses. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  program 
were  $1,389.00  and  the  total  expenses 
were  $1,115,00,  making  a  profit  of 
$274.00.

Mr.  President,  Officers  of  the  As- 
sociation, memhers':  The  Coimmittee 
cn  Recommendations  submit  the  fol- 
lowing recommenda  tions : 

1.  The  eligibility  list  of  an  institu- 
tion reach  the  office  of  the  Eligibility 
Chairman  postmarked  on  or  before  the 
xirst  pai'ticipa  tion  of  said  institution 
in  football.  The  penalty  for  failure  to 
comply  with  this  recommendation  is 
1  $50  fine. 

2.  That  Basketball  lists  be  sent  in 
on  or  before  December  1. 

3.  That  boxing  and  wrestling  lists 
be  sent  in  on  or  before  January  10. 

I  would  like  to  say  that  in  the  com- 
mittee meeting  we  inadvertently  over- 
looked wrestling  in  discussing  this  par- 
ticular reference  to  boxing,  and  I  as- 
sumed that  if  wrestling  were  inserted 
that  would  be  all  right.  I  don't  know 
whether  I  was  in  error  or  not. 

4.  That  basetoaU  lists  be  sent  in  on 
or  before  March  15. 

5.  Th8;t  tennis  lists  be  sent  in  on 
or  before  April  1. 

6.  That  outdoor  track  lists  be  sent 
in  on  or  before  April  1. 

7.  That  indoor  track  lists  be  sent  in 
on  or  before  December  1. 

8.  Thp.t  cross-ceuntry  track  lists  be 
sent  in  on  or  before  November  1. 

And  I  would  like  to  make  another 
comment  in  regard  to  an  oversight. 
We  forgot  to  set  a  date  for  swimming 
and  I  inserted  it  here,  in  making  out 
the  copy,  that  I  want  to  suggest  the 
swimming  lists  be  sent  in  by  January 
15. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  a 
list  of  these  recommendations  be  mimeo- 
graphed and  dispatched  to  the  fol- 
lowing personnel  at  each  institution: 
The  registrar,  the  business  manager, 
and  the  director  of  athletics,  after  this 
meeting,  by  the  Secretaiy-Treasurer. 

The  second  classification  of  recom- 
mendations is  the  recommendation  that 
the  schools  of  the  CIAA  adhere  to  the 
constitution  in  scheduling  of  football 
games,  that  is,  each  three  years,  or  dis- 
pense with  the  Dickinson  System  of 
Rating  and  use  the  won  and  lost  system 
or  percentage  basis  for  determining  the 
football  championship. 

The  Committee  on  E,ecommendations 
wanted  to  refer  this  to  the  body  for  ac- 
tion because  it  involved  a  discussion 
on  the  point  or  points  that  have  been 
discussed  in  previous  meetings  in  re- 
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gard  to  the  deleting  of  the  Dickinscm 
Rating  System  and  setting  up  of  a 
system,  and  so  on,  aind  also  leaving 
the  clause  in  the  constitution  or  by- 
laws which  suggests  that  schools  so 
schedule  their  football  games. 

Third  is  that  the  CIAA  Relay  Cham- 
pionships be  financed  by  the  CIAA 
Conference  in  the  amount  of  $400  and 
be  held  in  1952,  date  and  site  to  be  de- 
teirmined;  that  to  be  determined;  that 
to  be  eligible  for  participation  in  re- 
lays, each  member  school  have  par- 
ticipating entries  in  two  relays  and  two 
field  events;  that  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  study  the  number  of  places 
and  points  to  be  awarded  in  each  event 
of  the  championship. 

Fourth,  the  committee  recommends 


that  the  applications  for  Paver  State 
College  and  Maryland  State  College  be 
hsld  in  abeyance  xmiil  a  change  in  the 
constitution  has  been  made  in  regard 
to  membership. 

Fifth,  the  comimitte|e  ireoommends 
that  the  adoption  of  the  Freshman 
Rule  in  the  CIAA  be  deferred  until 
after  the  present  war  and  the  man- 
power crisis;  that  the  practice  of  bring- 
ing high  school  athletes  to  insititutions 
for  try-outs  is  to  be  looked  into  by 
the  conference. 

Sixth,  the  following  recommenda- 
tions from  the  Baseball  Committee  were 
passed  by  the  body  Decembar  8.  1950, 
and  these  should  be  in  the  minutes.  I 
think  it  is  unnecessai-y  to  read  them
